THE CONFERENCE OF SOUTHERNX- 

ERS AT WASHINGTON. 

A 8OHEME TO OUST THE SOUTHERN REPUB- 
LICAN LEADERS AND PUT DISAFFECTED 
DEMOCRATS IN THEIR PLACBS. 

- Wasutneron, Aug. 31.—The meeting of 

Bouthern politicians at the Arlington’ Hotel 


continues to furnish food for gossip and spec- 
ulation. There is no doubt that s movement 
is on foot to take the political power away 
from the orthodox and regular Republican 
organizations in the various Southern States 
and give it to political adventurers. Some of 
the men who have figured in this conference 
bave power and following. Otbers belong 
to the borde of cheap political frauds 
who infest Washington and live oy and for 
patronage. It is said that Gen. Longstreet’s 
‘connection with the conference is accidental. 


That the leaders in any such movement would 
like his help goes without saying, and they 
bave no doubt sought bis advice. 

A gentleman of high position, who does not 
wish to be personally quoted in the matter, 
says that he had had the curiosity to look into 
the conference, and he did not think 
It wus of importance. He said: “I bave 
learned within two or three days tbat political 
adventurers will come up from se South- 
ern States to the next Republican Conven- 
tion and knock at the doors for admission. 
Some of them will have erry paying 
their fare and hotel bills, and represent 
nothing and nobody. The principal exception 

bably will be Gen. Mahone, who is a power 
in Virginia politics that cannot bale be a 
What to do with him* will undou be a 
troublesome question. But others have no 
stand whatever, Gen. Chalmers, for in- 
stance, is the deadest political corpse in the 
South. For him to pretend to speak for Mis- 
sissippi is ridiculous. He was elected to 
Congress by the Republicans at the instance 
of Senator Brace, but he deceiyed them 
shamefully and bas now no friends. Then 
take the case of Col. Cash. He insists he is 
anti-Bourbon, but he claims to be as good a 
Democrat as anybody. For these men to el- 
bow the Hepublican organizations of their re- 
ive States out of the way and claim 
recognition by the Republican National Con- 
vention is ri ous.” . 

Whatever may be the nature of the delibera- 
tions, the leaders are not yet ready to treat 
with the Government. Both Postmaster-Gen- 
erel Gresham and Commissioner Dudley as- 
sured Tur Times's correspondent this evening 
that they had not been approached, and they 
professed their ign designs on 
the 4 eng Party or the Administration. 
Gen. one is paying more attention to 
Virginia politics and to more comp ve 
schemes, as he finds the campaign in that State 
guite enough to tax his SS 
to his requirements, Postal Giddings 
has taken the stump in defiance of the Post- 
master-General’s order to the contrary. Judge 
Gresham said to-night that he proposed to look 
into this matter, and he —_ no doubt, take 
whatever action is proper and ming under

THE OHIO DEMOCRATS ALARMED. 
JOHN G. THOMPSON TO BE ASKED TO AS- 
SUME CHARGE OF THE PARTY'S AFFAIRS. 

Cotumspus, Aug. 31.—The demoralized 
condition of affairs at the head-quarters of the 
Democratic Committee which has so long been 
noticeable has at last awakened the party lead- 
ers, and an effort will now be made to bring 
order out of confusion. The Hon. John G. 
Thompson, who has been in the East for some 
time, has returned, and a call for a meet- 
ing of the committee on next Tuesday has 
been issued. All members are earnestly re- 
quested to be present for the purpose 
of consultation and to come to an-understand- 
ing as to what programme should be adopted 
with a view of stopping, if possible, the tide 


which threatens to overwhelm the entire 
Democratic ticket in October. John G. 
Thompson, who was thrown overboard with 
Judge Hoadly’s consent, as one of the condi- 
tions of his receiving the nominaticn at 
the bands of the State Convention, or 
rather Mr. McLean, has or will be invited 
to meet with the members, the committee 
wishing to learn of Mr. Thompson personally 
what course be woula recommend to be pur- 
sued in the future. That the Democrats are 
very much alarmed at the condition of 
affairs is ve apparent, as Congress- 
men David aige is now in New- 
York doing what he can to secure funds 
for the prosecution of the work. The 
discouraging reports from Ohio have made it 
emberrassing labor to raise money to be 
frittered away by the State Committee as 
now constituted. The chief distinction of that 
body is its lack of ability to conduct 
the campaign with either vigor or ordi- 
parry success. it is understood that 
the Chairman, Mr. Barger, is handi- 
rapped in such a manner as to embarrass 
pis own plans, and the result has been what 
might have been anticipated. It is predicted 
that John G. Thompson will be called by a 
bnanimous vote of the committee to assume 
the chief eonduct of the comapetee at its meet- 
Ing on coe A next. Mr. Paige will return 
from New-York and be present at the meeting.

WHO WROTE THE CESSOR DISPATCH? 
JOHN B. LYNCH ATTRIBUTES IT TO’ MR. 
CHALMERS HIMSELF. 

Wasstseton, Aug. 31.—Gen. Chalmers 
insists that James D. Cessor actually sent the 
telegraphic dispatch detailing what purported 
to bea bargain between Lamar and Lynch, 
by which both could make political capital. 
Cessor, who is a Post Office Department em- 
ploye, informed Lynch some time ago that 
he had not sent the dispatch, and this denial 
led to the charge that the dispatch had been 
forged by Chalmers or by some one in his in- 
terest. In the light of the various statements 
in the case which have been made, Representa- 


tive Lynch to-day sent to the National Repub- 
lican, for publication to-morrow, the follow- 
ing card, After referring to the statements 
made by the Repvblican, he says: 

A remark or two from me in thie connection will 
not be inappropria's. Chaimers has a confidential 
friend in this city who holds a cierkship in the 
Pension Office to Whom Cheimers wrote for in- 
formation upon this subject. My own opinion is 
that the original draft of the dispatch was

As Cessor holds 
his present position apn the. recommendation of 
Chalmers, be did not desire to absolutely refuse to 
serve his friend, still he would not sign it in its 
origival form, but s0 changed the phraseology as 
to make it refer to the existence of a rumor instead 
of making a positive declaration, and authorized 
thatto be sent over his name. Bat the Pension 
Office clerk who acted as go-between refused to 
send the one he was authorized to send, but sent 
the one which he evidently believed would do the 
most good. These are the faets in the case. An- 
other thing, It will be noticed that the above dis- 
patch is dated July 6. The Independent Conven- 
tion before which the alleged Cessor dispatch was 
read washeidJuy4. How it waa possible for a 
dispatch to be reeetved aad read before a conven- 
tion two days before it was sent is a matter that I

THE CAMPAIGN IN IOWA. 
PROPOSED FUSION OF THE DEMOCRATS AND 
GREENBACKERS. 

Des Mornus, Aug. 31.—It is given out that 
gome well-known politicians are endeavoring to 
effect a complete fusion of the opposition par- 
ties in lowa, and the plan as announced is to se- 
cure the withdrawalof Kinne, the Democratic 
randidate for Governor, in favor of Gen. Weuv- 
sr, with the understanding that Kinne is to be 
sapperted by the combined op/position in the 
Legislature for United States Senator. It is 


doubtful whether this arrangement can be ef- 
tected, but the gentle demeanor of Gen. 
Weaver toward the Democrats indicates that 
va would be willing to make the trade, If the 


bargain could be consummated it would result 
in Weaver's election, or if the trade were made 
the other way it would elect Kinne. 

The Polk County Greenback Convention met 
this afternoon at the Tribune office. About 
40 members were present, and they voted 
down, by 25 to 5, a motion to nominate Bryan 
and Hargis for po myo They adopted 
the following resolutions and adjourned: 

Resolved, That inasmuch as the Republican Party 
bas abandoned every other issue except the re- 
election to the United States Senate of a leading 
monopolist, whose votes have been uniformly 
against the people, and as there are two legislative 
candidates now before the people of this county 
who could not be induced to ag for a monopolist

therefore we decline to place other candidates be- 
fore the people.

TALK OF A NEW PARTY. 
THE HON. HENRY SMITH THINKS A PEOPLE'S 
PARTY WILL SOON BE FORMED. 
Auzany, Aug. 31.—The Hon. Henry 
Smith, ex-Speaker of the Assembly, and prob- 
ably the foremost Republican lawyer in this 
part of the State, was called upon by THE 
TimEs’s correspondent yesterday for his views 
in reference to the political outlook. He frank- 


ly said: “It seems to me that the time has 
come for the independent and thoughtful men 
of both ies to form a people’s party, 
which shall make some effert to restrict the 
advances of corporation interests in every de- 
partment of public life. ‘here is a large ele- 
ment in both parties which is disgusted at the 
fact that they are merely to depend for their 
political action upon men like John F. Smyth 
or John Kelly—this, too, in a State of the 
magnitude and intelligence of New-York, 
where men like Seward and Marcy and Silas 
Wright should be the recognized leaders. 
There is a feeling in favor of some new politi- 
cal movement, and it may be perfected within 
the present year. ‘ 

‘At present,” continued Mr. Smivh, “the 
idea seems to be to renominate the present 
Republican office-holders, and yet every one 
of them except Davenport is a Stalwart. 
They area part of that element which, two 
years ago, made it possible for a Guiteau to 

rform his work. One of the leading Repub- 
ican journals in New-York has intimated re- 
markable leanings in reference to one of these 
officers, of some of which I have personal 
cognizance, and will speak at some future 
time. But it is a shameful thing, mentioned 
apparently with no idea of its shame, that 
a hotel lobbyist was enabled to induce 
the State Committee to send its con- 
vention to such a place as Richfield Springs— 
a place in a wilderness reached by a small rail- 
road. If 1 were a delegate 1 wouldn’t consent 
to go to a convention held as that is to ke held. 
Understand,”’ he added, “this idea about a 
new people's party isnot mine alone. Itisa 
wide-spread idea, and will be largely influenced 
by the continuance much longer of the affairs 
of the two parties in their present hands.” 


THE BUSINESS OF THE COUNTRY. 
SENATOR SHERMAN ADDRESSES THE CLINCIN- 
NATI CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

CrxcinnatTl, Aug. 31.—Senator Sherman 
was elected an honorary member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to-day. He was then intro- 
duced on the floor and spoke as follows: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE CHAMBER OF CommeERcE: I 
return to your officers and to you my heartfelt 
thanks for the honor eonferred upon me in making 
me amember of so distinguished a body as the 
Chamber of Commerce of Cincinnati. Ihave not 
called upon you for yeers. Although I have not 
been personally engaged in commercial pursuits 
as you have, yet my public duties have taken up 
mueh of my time, and I have been called upon to 
act in all questions in which you have been 
engacead. I have been interested in you, not 
in a pocket sense, but in a _ national 
sense, in everything relating to the 
valley of the Ohio or the United States of America. 
[Appianse.} Attheend of the harvest this year 
you will have to deal with a very good crop, and I 
need not tell you of the favorable prospects of the 
products around here. We have secured as the 
agency of your commerce the best currency on 
the earth. lage arg eel Then we have a commer- 
cial agenoy in the form ef banks, that in this coun- 
try are better than in any civilized land. Gentle- 
men, I congratulate you upon these things. 

There are some things also that ought to be sub- 
jects of warning and caution to business men. It 
cannot be denied that in the last four or five years 
in this eonntry large investments bave be-n made 
in property that does not pay now. It is true, 
therefore, that at this time there are a great many 
investments in the market that do not pay and 
that there has been a deoline in prices, causing 
bard times among business men. We know from 
experience that thie is only temporary. There is 
another thing I feel at liberty to mention to you. 
At the last session of Congress I did my beat 
for the bill on the taxation of liquers— 
that is, the trade in spirits or liquors. 
Atter some considerable trouble we were 
able to pass a bill iu the Senate, but when sent to 
the House it was notactei upon. There may be, 
according to the judgment of the legisiator and 
according to the judgment of the people, a aiffer- 
ent ruleas regards the taxation of liquors. We 
know that the liquor traffie—Ido not speak of 
itin its common sense—may be regarded ina 
somewhat different light as en object of t :xation. 
Therefore, 1 was in faver of relief for the time be- 
ing. Asa matter of course, this property must 
pay its tax, and I say to you now, that while I ex- 
pect liquor men to pay taxes according to law, I 
will not myself vote for any law that means a 
confiscation upon any property that belongs to 
my fellow-citizens. Notwithstanding these draw- 
backs and reduction of the prices of investments 
all over the country, the prospects of business are 
good in this country, and you can go on and act 
upon its basis. Since the last adjournment of 
Congress I have been traveling all over the coun- 
try, and I find that while there are some draw- 
backs and some troubles, yet on the whole Iefind 
an advance and increase in prosperity, encourag- 
ing men of business to go ahead and push thiags 

th all their might. Gentlemen, I return you my 

thanks as a member of the Chamber of Commerce.

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RIFLES FOR SIBERIAN INDIANS, 
Se el 


PRESENTS WHICH RESIDENTS OF ALASKA DO 
NOT WISH DELIVERED. 

Wasnineton, Aug. 31. — Information 
reaches here of a great stir among the post 
traders at St. Michaels, on the Alaska coast, 
over the proposed gift of rifles and ammuni- 
tion to the natives of St. Lawrence Bay who 
befriended the officers and crew of the lost 
Rodgers. Lieut. Stoney, of the navy, some 
time ago took passage in the revenue steamer 
Corwin in charge of rifles, ammunition, and 
other articles, to be presented to the St. 
Lawrence Bay Indians as a recognition on 


the part of our Government of their kina 
treatment of the Rodgers’ crew. Lieut, Stoney 
has just reached St. Michaels, and in a letter 
to the Navy Department states that a strong 
feeling of opposition is manifested among the 
residents of that port against his delivering 
the goods. The protest is made in consequence 
of fear of a massacre at the hands of the 
Indians of: Norton Sound. ‘The traders 
claim that if the rifles are given the St. Law- 
rence Bay Indians, although they are on the 
Siberian coast, their uncontrollable habit 
for trading will result in their exchang- 
ing the ns with the Indians of Cape 
Prince of Wales across the strait, and the 
effect will be that the Norton Sound sava 
will get the guns and then make trouble. 
Lieut. Stoney is of the opinion that these 
people are giving themselves unnecessary 
alarm. In the first place, he does not think 
the St. Lawrence Bay Indians would part 
with their rifles if they once got 
them in them possession, and _ in 
ease some other tribe of Indians on the 
Siberian coast should by some means secure 
any of them it is hardly possible to suppose 
that the guns would ever get across the strait 
and then down the coast beyond St. Michaels 
until Norton Sound was reached. Lieut. 
Stoney is anxious to complete his errand and 
return home, but in view of the laws pronibit- 
ing the distribution of weapons of war to sav- 
ages and the protests of the whites there 
against it, he finds himself unable to decide 
upon what course to pursue, and will probably 
remain where he is until Secretary Chandler 
is heard froma. 


REFORMS IN THE GLASS 
sicunipntibiactia tay 
THE MANUFACTURERS DETERMINED TO HAVE 
ABUSES REMEDIED. 

PitrspurG, Penn., Aug. 31.—Mr. John 
O'Leary, who was one of the Secretaries of the 
Window-glass Manufacturers’ Convention, held in 
Chicagoon Wednesday, said to-day that the action 
of the convention in adhering to the demand fora 
reduction of wages was unanimous, and that 
every person present was determined to enforce 
that reduction. 

“In proof of this,” said he, *‘ is the fact that our 
entire session lasted only from 10 o'clock in the 
morning until 2in the afternoon. Each member 
signed an agreement pledging himseif not to start 
his factory until the conditions are complied with. 
The reduction of wages is not the question upon 
which we intend to make the main fight. The 
workmen will be compelled to rescind their rule 


u nader which blowers are allowed to make only 48 
boxes of glass per week. The capacity of a pot is 
60 boxes per week, and it costs us just as 
much to melt the pot out of whic only 
40 boxes are taken as it does to melt 
the pot which nets us 60 boxes. There is a eonsid- 
erable loss, for the glass remaining has to be taken 
out of the pot and returned the next day, thus 
making the manufacturer pay half a dozen times 
for melting the same glass. Anether matter on 
which we will make a fight is the qe of 
*spare’ pots—that is, the pots left standing full of 
glass by a blower who does not choose to eome to 
work on that day. The manufacturers must pay 
extra for having it Gipped out on the floor in order 
that all the pots may be given the same degree of 
heat the next day. Thexe abuses must be reme- 
died, and we are determined that they shall be 
remedied. The men have beeome so bound up by 
the rules of their association that we are com- 
pelled to go into a struggie with that pow- 
er, and they may rest avsured that we go 
into it to win The reduction that 
we propose does not amount to more 
than 5 percent., while the changes In the tariff have 
redueed the duty on glass 25 cents per 100 feet. We 
understand that it was the intention of the work- 
men to ask that all distinction in reference to 
quality be; abolished; in other words, that we be 
made to pay as much for second-rate glass as we 
do for the best. We must have the power of the 
association restricted, or the members must be- 
come more reasonable. The entire body of glass 
manufacturers are fully determined to have a 
ehange made in many of the usages about the 
favtories. Womeet the workmen again on Sept. 
20, and if they do not aceept our terms by that 
Sue iene comes foreign labor, as we can do noth- 
ng else.”’ 

The workmen laugh at the foreign labor threat. 
They say it bas been tried before and has proved a 
very expensive failure. No person expeets any- 
thing now but along strike.:The last battle, several 
years ago, lasted more than 12 months.

DR. WAGNER THE GREAT LITIGANT 


TRADE. 


CONVICTED OF CONTEMPT AND IMPRISONED 
FOR ONE YEAR. 

Freprerick, Md., Aug. 31.—Dr. Harrison 
Wagner, the famous litigant, of this State, was 
tried and found guilty to-day on a number of ad- 
ditional charges of contempt of court in attemnpt- 
ing to renew actions which had been enjoined, and 
wae afterward sentenced to one year’s imprison- 
ment, and to paya fine of $100 in each of seven 
eases and the cost of the prosecutions, which 
amount to between $2,000 and $3,000 more. Mr. 
E. Griswold, of Washington, who appeared as 
counsel for the prisoner, abandoned the 
case at an early stage and commended 
his client to the tender meroy of the 
court. The court, in passing sentence, said that 
wher confronted by such a myriad of judgments, 
all of which were monstrous frauds, the very ex- 
tent of the litigation outran the power of the law, 
to punish. The number of judgments obtained by 
Wagner several years ago, and which were re- 
strained by the courts, was 1,296, for $127,826. The 
costs on these amounted to nearly $25,000. He re- 
cently placed in the hands of Measrs. Hancock, 
Hay & Griswold, of Washington, D, C., 8,448 aa- 
ditional judgments for $98 each against the Adams 
Express Company for suit in the Supreme Court of 
the District.

Ocean Grove, N. Y., Aug. 31.—No trace of 
the bodies of the unfortunato sisters, Eleanor and 
Mary Vail, who were drowned in the surf just 
s>uth of this place yesterday, has been found. A 
number of fishermen in surf-boats have patrolled 


the beach all day in search of the bodies, but they 
were not successful, The drowned women were 
aged respectively 18 and 21 years and were beauti- 
ful an¢ aecomplished. Their father, Dr. L. D. Vail, 
of Philadelphia, is almost prostrated at the loss of 
his daughters.

A SUCCESEFUL CAMP-MERTING.

A FRESH ARCTIC DISASTER 


LOSS OF THE DUICH EXPLORING 
STHAMER VARNA. 

HER CREW SAFELY LANDED IN NORWAY— 
THE DIJMPHNA IN PERIL — RECENT 
ARCTIC EXPLORATION. 

Lonpon, Aug. 31.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Company from Vardoe, Nor- 
way, states that the steamer Obi has arrived 
there, having on board the members of the 
Dutch expedition to the arctic which sailed on 
tbe steamer Varna. The Varna foundered on 
July 4, in latitude 71}¢° north, longitude 63° 
east. The members of the expedition were 
rescued near the island of Waigatz. The Obi 
reports that the arctic steamer Dijmphna was 
ice-bound near Waigatz throughout the Win- 
ter. Allon board of her were well, and the 
Captain was confident of reaching open water. 
The crew of the Varna left the Dijmphna on 
Aug. 1, and were rescued by the Obi on Aug. 
25. They will goto Hammerfest by the steam- 
er Nordenskjold. 


Even before the Jeannette sailed it had be- 
come apparent that the poles would never yield 
their secrets until differently attacked. Spo- 
radic exploration was only in the nature of a 
skirmish, whereas the situation called for a 
determined siege. Lieut. Weynprecht gave the 
idea form soon after he escaped from the Kara 
Sea, leaving the Tegetthoff behind him. He 
proposed that all nations interested in arctic 
research should unite in a simultaneous study 
of the arctic basin. They were not to make 


wild goose chases for the pole—a feat which is 
chiefly attempted because it is reputed impos- 
sible. But they were to establish posts at ex- 
treme known northern limits. The explorers 
were to settle down for a year, and were 
to observe the phenomena of the earth, 
air. and stars, as well as acquaint them- 
selves with the geography of the region. 
The results were to be combined. The fron- 
tier was then to be advanced, and the process 
repeated. «Eventually the pole would be 
reached, and the mysteries of the region laid 
bare. The United States stations at Pvint 
Barrow and Lady Franklin Bay are part of 
this scheme, and so, too, was the e ition 
from which news is now received. ustria, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Russia, Germany, 
and England are also collaborators, some hav- 
ing more than one share in the work. The 
plan was matured in 1679. The Austrian ex- 
pedition was the first to return. Some fears 
are entertained for the safety of the Ameri- 
cans at Smith’s Sound. The relief expedition 
of 1882 failed to reach them, and another is 
now seeking them. During the Autumn news 
ot the other parties may be looked for. In all 
they number 10. 

The Obi reports. the ger as having 
been ice-bound through the Winter near the 
small, rocky island of Waigatz. That is south 
of the Sea of Kara and between’ Nova Zem- 
bla and the mainland, All were weil, and the 
Captain was confident of reaching open water. 
The Djimpbna, with the expedition of Lieut. 
Hovgaard, sailed from Copenhagen on July 
18, lastyear. According to the programme it 
was to proceed to Cape Chelyuskin, and thence 
to Franz Josef Land. Thence the journey 
was to be continued by sledges. The ship was 
of 150 tons burden, provided with food for 27 
months and coal for 50 days under full steam. 
Their task was to learn how far Franz Josef 
Land extends toward Cape Chelyuskin; 
whether the conditions of the ice and current 
favor éxploration from there, and whether 
Franz Josef Land tends northward at this 
point. They hoped to winter near the cape or 
on the south coast of Franz Josef Land, and 
to return within 16 months. Thirteen months 
has passed, and, if the news is understood, 
they have not begun their task. Doubtless 
they will return with their vessel, and that is 
a sort of success as exploration near the pole 


The Varna was a Dutch boat, Its destina- 
tion was Dickson Haven, at the mouth of the 
Yenesei River, Siberia. It was intended then 
to leave the explorers while the vessel returned. 
She sailed from Amsterdam on July 5, 1882, 
and on the 19th she crossed the polar line at 
663¢° of latitude. On the 25th she started from 
Tromée, and with the Dijmphna and a trad- 
ing steamer named Louise, which followed 
sought to pass through the strait of Matoch- 
kin, Nova Zembla. Failing in this she passed 
south of the island into the Kara Sea. Then 
the Louise reported they were all ice-bound, 
but the Louise least so. For some time the 
Captain of the Louise sought to aid the others, 
but on Sept. 22 he was forced to make good his 
ownescape. The situation of the other boats 
wasthus known to be dangerous, but from 
then till now there has been no news, Dr. 
Sneller, of the University of Utrecht, was at 
the head of the expedition. He had provisions 
for 700 days, and expected to return in 1884. 
The alternative of his plan was to explore the 
North-eastern coast of Nova Zembla, but on 
July 4 his vessel foundered. 


REVENT IRISH ORIMES. 
THE MURDER OF CAREY—ARRKEST OF SIX 
DYNAMITE CONSPIRATORS. 

Dousian, Aug. 31.—It is reported that the 
Home Office authorities have severely cen- 
sured the officials at Queenstown for failing to 
secure the safety of James Carey, who was 
killed in South Africa by O’ Donnell. 

The evidence adduced at the examination at 
Bruff of Dr. and Patrick Connolly and their 
sister Oatherine, who are charged with im- 
plication in a murder conspiracy, indicates 
that the conspiracy was formed to accomplish 
a private, and not an agrarian, purpose, as 
was supposed, The witness Dineen swore that 
Dr. Connolly forged the name of Jobn Car- 
roll, the rent-warner, to a will, by which Car- 
roll’s property was to be left to the Connollys. 
Dineen, who was to murder Carroll, was to 
receive £50 from the sum expected to be real- 
ized from the latter’s property. 

Lonpon, Sept, 1.—Six Irishmen suspected 
of having been connected with the dynamite 
attempts in Glasgow on Jan. 20, when the 
largest gasometer in the city was blown up 
and other property destrored, were arrested 
in Glasgow last mght. Their names are Peter 
Calaghan, Thomas Devany, Patrick McCabe, 
Patrick Dunn, ‘erence McDermott, and Hen- 
ry McCann.

THE GREAT VOLCANIC ERUPTIONS. 
THIRTY THOUSAND LIVES REPORTED TO HAVE 
. BEEN LOST. 

Batavia, Aug. 31.—The Captain of a 
steamer which was in the Strait of Sunda dur- 
ing the recent volcanic eruptions reports that 
ashes fell on the deck of his vessel to the depth 
of 18 inches and that he passed masses of 
floating pumice stone seven feetin depth. It 
is estimated that 10,000 persons lost their lives 
at Tjiringin and that the total number of per- 
sons killed by the eruptions and tidal waves 
was 30,000. 

WasHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Commodore Eng- 
lish, Acting Secretary of the Navy, to-day 
telegraphed instructions to the commanding 
officers of the Juniata and Euterprise, now at 
Singapore, to proceed with those vessels to the 
Straits of Sunda, to examine into the condition 
of affairs there, and particularly as to the 
effect of the recent earthquakes upon the isl- 
ands in that vicinity. ‘They are ordered to 
warn all merchant vessels of any and all dan- 
gers to navigation which may have been 


caused by the convulsions.

ONE OF GARFIELD’S POLITICAL OPPONENTS 
CHARGED WITH STEALING $50,000. 

CLEVELAND, Aug. 81.—The Hon. Stephen 
A. Northway, formerly President of the broken 
Second National Bank of Jefferson, Ashtabula 
County, Ohio, who was arrested at the close of 
the preliminary trial of the-ex-Cashier, his 
assistant, waived examination before United 
States Commissioner White, and this afternoon 
was bound over to the United States Circuit 


Court on the charge of embezzling $50,000 of 
the bank’s funds, The arrest has created 4 
profound sensation throughout northern Ohio, 
Northway isa man of fine abilities, large for- 
tune, and great influence. He represented 
Ashtabula County in the State Legisla- 
ture, and has always been an important 
factor in politics. He led a lt in 
the Republican Party against Garfield, and 
came very near being the occasion of the lat- 
ter’s defeat for Congress. When Garfield re- 
signed his seat in Congress, Northway tas 
one of the most prominent men named as his 
successor, and was only defeated by a spirited 
contest by Judge Ezra Taylor. Judge Dickey, 
who leads the prosecution against Northway 
on account of certain stockholders in the bank, 
has possession of letters written by Northway 
to the defaulting Cashier, which it is alleged 
are most damaging and show complicit: 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. The -ban 
which.he wrecked was first started as a sav- 
ings institution 15 years ago, with a capital of 
$50,000, Five years later it became a national 
bank and its capital was doubled. Matters 
seemed to proceed smoothly and righteously 
until 1882. There were 86 stockholders in the 
bank, their holdings ranging from $7,000 
down to ‘$3,000 and $4,000, This was mostly 
held by farmers, widows, and estates. The 
defalcation in the Warren Pank has not cre- 
ated as much excitement as the arrest of 
Northway.

‘* WHS” ALLEN 1N GUSTODY.

THE NOTED THIEF ARRESTED AT THE NEW- 
HAVEN RAILWAY STATION. 

New-Haven, Conn., Aug. 31.—‘‘I have 
been robbed: stop thief!’ and other excited ex- 
elamations from an old man creatsd a commotion 
atthe station of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad to-day. The Newport express 
from New-York had just arrived at the sta- 
tion, and 300 or 400 passengers of this 
and other trains were on the platform. 
The old gentleman who shouted had 
gray nair and fine clothes. He hurried at an as- 
tonishing gait down the platform, dodging in and 


out through the crowd with wonderfal fe cility. 
Just ahead of him wasayoungergman moving 
along even more rapidly, but with much less noise. 
He wore equally fine clothes, and diamonds 
sparkled in his shirt front with alustre no less 
brilliant than those decorating the bosom 
of the pursurer. The throng looked on 
askance. None of them made an _ effort 
to take part in the game and the old gentleman 
was rapidiy breaking down and it wus evident 
that he could not continue the pace much longer. 
But just at this juncture Officer Kennedy ap- 
peared. The fugitive sought refuge on the long 
wharf. He lost his way and in his confusion ran 
Diump into the arms of the policeman and a rail- 
road man who had joined in the chase. 

“Tough luck,” ejaeulated the breathless run- 
away. ‘‘Teugh luck. Everything seems to be go- 
ing dead against me lately.’”” The nippers were 
placed on his wristsand he meved amicably back 
to the station, to be scrutinized by hundreds of 
curious and excited passengers. A score of people 
recognized him. It was ‘* Wes’ Allen, the notori- 
ous New-York cracksman and pickpocket. “* Well, 
old fellow, you've won this time,”’ he remarked, 
— confronted by the man who had begun the 
chase. 

** This man tried to pick my pockets," said the 
old gentleman, not yet fully recovered from the 
effects of hislong run. ‘“ He had his hand in my 
pocket and I caught it there. He wasafter my 
purse and had it in his clutches when I detected 
him.”’ Mr Allen smiled serenely, wiped his fore- 
head with a new silk. handkerchief, and in most 
suave tones said that he wassure there must be some 
mistake, and coolly turning his head, he remarked 
that the blunder, though embarrassing, was per- 
haps not unnatural, for he himself had been aa- 
noyed by pickpockets on this Newport express, 
and Mr. Allen calmly pointed his manacled hands 
at a gentleman and lady on the platform, with the 
remark: “ There's a fellow who tried to go through 
me a littlejwhile ago,and I guess he’s the man you're 
after, too.’’ Policeman Kennedy: recognized the 
gentleman pointed out as a prominent New-Haven 
lawyer who was awaiting for a north-bound train. 
This bungling excuse falling through, Allen tried 
another game of biuff by suggesting that he was 
ready to go to the lock-up. He would insti- 
tute suit for false imprisonment, and made 
merry over a declaration that his accuser 
would have to be put in jail and held as a witness 
until trial day. Tne old gentleman began to grow 
scared, Two ladies with him begged that he with- 
draw his charges and let the prisoner go, but final- 
ly assured that he would be delayed only an hour 
or two, the complainant went with the officer and 
the prisoner to the Poliee Head-quarters. There 
was an immediate hearing in the City Court. 
Judge Blydenburg appeared as counsel for Allen 
and moved a continuance of tne case until to-day, 
the prisoner being held in default of $800 bonds. 

The man whom Allen tried to rob was Jobn Mo- 
Dermott, head of the firm of McDermott & Mason, 
moroceo manufaeturers, of New-York. He resides 
at No, 500 Henry-street, Brookiyn, N. Y. He went 
on to Newport bya late train this afternoon, 
promising to return to make a vigorous prose- 
eation, A handsome gold watch and chain 
and a cheap pair of Coney Island _ eye- 
glasses, a miniature looking-glass, a railroad 
tiexet, pictures of his two children, which he 
pleaded to be allowed to keep, and $7 35 in money 
were found in Allen’s pockets. “It is lucky for 
some folks,” he said toa policeman, “ that I for- 
got to put my pistol in my poeket when I 
left New-York this mornisg. I'll have more 
sense next time.” From statements made by him 
in the eourt-room it is believed that the man was 
on his way to Hartford to prepare for work at the 
Charter Oak races next week. and there 
are also reasoms for supposing that he 
was accompanied by a number of other 
professional thieves bent on _ the same 
mission. Allen was arrested in New-Haver a few 
years ago, when Parneil addressed a big mass- 
meeting, and he was not prosecuted upon condi- 
tion that he would leave the city forthwith, Last 
year he left New-York to work the Danbury fair, 
but Railroad Conduetor Lockwood, discovering 
his intentions, gave notiee to the fair officers, and 
Allen was met at the fair-ground gates and 
warned away.

THE VROFS IN THE SOUTH. 

MosiLr, Aug. 31.—The State can be divided 
into three agricultural distriots, and the condition 
of the crops defined as good in the northern, a 
third off in the central, and a quarter to an eighth 
off in the southern portions, The line of drought 
runs through Western Georgia to the Western 
Mississippi and begins again further west in Texas. 
It seems to have been most severe in Central Ala- 
bama, and consequently the repert of this section 


can be taken as a standerd for judging the condi- 
tion of the crop throughout the cotton-growing 
States. From west to east through Central Ala- 
bama the crops have been much improved by the 
late rains, but the cotton will be from 25 to 30 per 
cent. short. The corn in this belt averages half a 
good crop, but there is plenty of old corn and it 
continues to sell at 40 to 50 eents a bushel. In 
the southern division of the State the cotton seems 
to be comiug along io spite of the injury inflicted 
by the late drought and by the worms. Where the 
latier bave been driven away by poison the lower 
cotton has taken a fresh start, and farmers expect 
to make a top crop also. The weather is very 
favorable and people are recovering from their 
despondency. It is not expected that so good a 
crop as that of last year will be made, but farmers 
are better than ever before supplied with meat and 
corn, home produced, and can stand the loss very 
easily. In Mississippi affairs are more flourishing 
than in Alabama. Tne same is true of Florida, 
and, in fact, all other Southern States,

The Controller says the law 
does uot deduct the war interest from raijroad 
bonds, while it does deduct the war interest from 
State debt proper bonds. Hence, instead of the 
hoider receiving only about £500 for his raiiroad 
bond he received about $750. The law under 
which war interest is aedacted from the State 
debt proper bonds provides that such part of the 
debt as now bears Interest at the rate of 6 per cent. 
per annum shall be funded by adding to the sum 
of the face of the existing bond the matured inter- 
est thereon evidenced by the coupons attached 
thereto, including the coupers maturing 1883, and 
from the total sum of the face of the bonds and 
matured interest thereon evidenced by the cou- 
pons attached 24 per cent. will be deducted, and 
the remainder funded in coupon bonds in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum,

LOST ON THE GREAT BANKS 


WRECK OF A FISHING FLEET ANT 
LOSS OF EIGHTY LIVES. 
THIRTY MILES OF WRECKAGE—THE DISAS- 
TER PROBABLY MORE EXTENSIVE THAN 
THUS FAR REPORTED. f 
Boston, Aug. 31.—A special dispatch 
from St. John, New-Foundland, says: “A 
fleet of United States vessels, which arrived 
here last night, report that there was a violent 
storm on the Great Banks on Sunday last. 
The gale rose from the eastward at 8 o’clock 
in the morning, when hundreds of dories were 


away from their vessels overhauling trawls. 
Capt. Hillier reports that scores of dories werd 
seen turned upward, and that was 
strewn in every direction along his track com- 
ingin. A French banker lost four dories and 
all their crews. It is computed from all 
sources of information that 100 dories and 80 
men succumbed to the storm. Most of the 
dories were swept by the waves from the 
schooners’ decks, and the remainder were over- 
whelmed by the sea.” 


Sr. Joux, Newfoundland, Aug. 31.—From 
arrivals in the past 24 houre from the Grand 
Banks intelligence of alarming disasters to 
the fishing fleet has been received. The most 
trustworthy and definite news comes from the 
Gloucester schooner Wachusett. She was 
anchored about 20 miles south-east of the 
Virgins, narrowly escaped tie fury of the 
storm, and ran in for land.

A LARGE HERRING CATCH—THE POOREST 
FI£H COMING TO THE UNITED 8TATES. 
Ottawa, Aug. 31.—Late advices from New 
foundland report the Labrador fishery as likely 
to turn out fairly good. Thesuecess of the shore 


fishery is asstred beyond doubt. The catch is 
hikely to be larger than at any time during the past 
25 years, and 50 per cent. over last year. 

Owing to the inferior class of herring which wera 
beg shipped from Newfoundland to Canada the

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QUAKER PICNIC IN THE WoOoDs. 


A @REAT GATHERING OF PRIENDS IN AN 
“PLSTRR COUNTY GROVE. 


Mantponovens, N. Y., Aug. 31. — The 
Quaker Picnic, as the anntal gatherifg of theSun- 
day Schools and adult members of the Society of 
Friends is familiarly styled in the river towns, was 
held to-day in Coutant’s Grove, near the hamlet of 
Modena, town of Plattekill, Ulster County. Nearly 
8,000 persons, it is estimated, from the counties of 
Dutchess, Orange, Greene, Sullivan, and Ul- 
ster, from points along the Hudson Valley, 
and from Connectiout and New-Jersey, were in 
attendance. The grove is over seven miles from 
the Hudson River,‘and the nearest railroad, a singlo 
track line known as the Wallkill Valley Road, now 


afeeder forthe West Shore Railraad, is several 
miles distant. Many of those who listened to the 
yoloes of the Quaker children singing songs of 
welcome and of peace walked many weary miles, 
and the remainder of the assemblage rode 
there in all sorts of conveyances, down 
to the old-fashioned ox-cart. From this place 
Plattekill is a hard town to reach. It nestles at 
the base of the Plattekill and on the western slope 
of the Marlborough Mountains. The roads over 
the hills are rough, and the scenery through the 
forest is picturesque in tne extreme. The highway 
that leade from Newburg, on the south-west of the 
Marlborough Mountains, and the road that winds 
on the south were traversed with an interminable 
string of wagons. Dust was everywhere, and 
when the gathering place was reached by the vari- 
ous routes all were more or less begrimed. 

The grove is not particularly inviting. It is rough 
and uneven, and should a rain-storm come up no 
shelter whatever except that afforded by trees 
could be obtained. But it never rains at the cath- 
ering of the Friends. For 17 years they have met 
annually in the same place and on the same date, 
and never once has rain fallen. Friend James 
B. Palmer, of Plattekill Valley, presided at the 
sessions held during the forenoon and afternoon, 
and the Secretary was a pretty zouse, member of 
the society named Miss Mattie Hallock, of Alilton- 
on-the-Hudson, where George Ennis and a score or 
more of landscape and portrait painters while 
away the Summer menths in the quiet homes of 
the uakers The exercises opened with Seriptural 
readings and prayer. Then followed solos, decla- 
mations, choruses, and addresses by Friends from 
Brooklyn and elsewhere, and a talk by a sailor 
member of the society named Wood, who has 
made 387 trips across the Atlantic and a dozen 
or more voyages around the world. It was no- 
ticeable that even many of the old Quakers 
have given up their —_ style of dress, and, ina 
measure, their peculiar form of speoch, but there 
were broad-brimmed hats and cutaway coats 
enough to make the scene a unique one. The 
younger Quakers have thrown to one side the man- 
nerisms of their fathers, and in their mode of 
speech follow “the children of the world.” 
At noon the 8,000 people sat down under the trees, 
and lunch baskets were brought forth, and the 
hungry ones were fea and refreshed. Not a drop 
of intexicants of any kind was to be seen any- 
where. Plattekill is one of the largest grape- 
growing regions of the State. Individual 
growers this year will ship as high as 
60 and 80 tons of Concords each, and 
many of the most successful growers are 
Friends—and it ie a strietly temperance town. 
For years and years ‘no license” has prevailed, 
and such athing as nominating a license Exoise 
Commissioner has not even been dreamed of in 
a decade. To-day not even sweet cider could 
be obtained for love or money, and the Quakers 
point with pardonable pride to the fact that 
during all their gatherings whisky and beer are 
seen, Peddlers and bhucksters were on hand in 
full force, but they were kept outside of the 
grounds, and enterprising roulette and thimble- 
rigging sharpers from New-York were disap- 
pointed in not ining admission. Between 
4 and 5 o'cloek this afternoon the meet- 
ing began to come to an end,and the hand- 
shakings and the formal leave-takings of the 
Friends ensued, It will be the gray of the morn- 
ing by the time many of the visitors and their 
jaded teams will reach their homes. Those who 
claimed to know stated to a reporter of Tnx 
Tres that 19 out of every 20 who were present 
to-day were there in previous yoars, and if the 
past is any criterion to go by, they will be on hand 
againon “the 3ist of Eighth month” next year. 
Many New-York, Philadelphia, and Washington 
ladies and gentlemen who are sojourning in the 
mountains were present at the exercises. 


A NEW TELEGRAPH COMPANY.

A CORPORATION IN WHICH ALL THE EM- 
PLOYES ARE TO BE INTERESTED. 


Boston, Aug. 381—The new telegraph 
scheme, which is one of the outgrowths of the 
recent strike, has been incorporated under tie 
laws of New-York. The plan is somewhat differ- 
ent than what was first proposed. The object 
of the company is representod to be 
the constructien and operation of inde- 
pendent telegraph and‘ cable lines in the 
United States and Canada and across the 
Atlantic by an organization in which the rights of 
both capital and labor are to be recognized and 
coneernea. It is declared to be an enter- 
prise ‘‘independent of stook-jobbing and 
stock-watering manipulation,” and by it bet- 
ter service at lower rates is to be given to 
the pubiic. The possibility of strikes is to be pre- 


vented, both by giving all the employes of the com- 
pany fair compensation and by making them joint 
owners in the property and franchises of the com- 
pany and entitled to a share in the profits. 

The name designated for the proposed new cor- 
poration is“ The Citizens’ and Telegraphers Na- 
tional Union Telegram and Cablegram Company,” 
and its capital stock is fixed at $5,000,000, with 
right and privilege to increase to such sum as ne- 
cessary for carrying out the purposes of the 
eompany. The shares are to be of a par value of 
$25 each, and no person is to be permitted to hold 
more than $100,000 worth of the stock. The arti- 
cles of incorporation provide that the ree ged 
may buy lines already constructed, if deemed ad- 
visable: that the wires in cities shall be 
placed underground so far as practicable, 
that telephone patents may be purchased and 
telephone business transacted; that the term of 
existence of the company shall be 50 years; that 13 
Trustees, or Directors, shall be chosen, of whom 7 
shall represent citizen, and 6 telegrahper stock- 
holders; that the Executive Board shall consist of 
eight members, of whom:four shall be from each 
of the classes specified above; that the muin 
offices shall be in New-York City and branch 
offices in Reston, Chicago, Washington, Charles- 
ton, New-Orleans, San Francisco, and suoh other 
places as may be deemed necessary ; that books for 
subscription shall be opened on Sept. 15, 1883. and 
that as soon as $200,000 shall have been subscribed 
to the stock work on the construction of the 
lines shall begin, and that the lines shall be 
built, or ptrtchased and operated as fast and no 
faster than the subscriptions to the stock shall 
provide the means, no debt being contracted until 
the money for paying it shall have been actually 
collected and placed in the treasury of the com- 
pany, 

It is proposed to isste bonds to an equal amount 
with the authorized capital stock, bearing interest 
at 6 per eent. for 20 yeara, in denominations rang- 
ing from $25 to $5,000 each, which shall be sold at 

ar, an equal amount of stock being given as a 
Conus to each purchaser of bonds, this stock 
not to be negotiable until the net earnings of 
the company enables it to pay 6 per cent. dividend 
upon the stock. Every officer and employe of the 
company will be a stockholder, and thus the com- 
pany will be managed and controlled by the men 
who willdo the:practical work uponit. There will 
be no increase in the capital stoek without a 
corresponding extension of the franchise. The 
corporators named. are Eugene J. O'Connor, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Tele- 
graphers’ Brotherhood; Charlies E. Chute, Master 
Workman of the New-Engiand Assembly of the 
brotherhoed, and Thomas W. Greene, one of the 
Secretaries of the New-England Assembly. When 
the permanent organization will be effected tne 
other names will appear.

The French 
reinforcements are censidered insufficient, 
At least 10,000 men will be required. 

A dispatch from Hanoi says that the recent 
defeat of Gen. Bouvet is cenerally known, and 
that the Chinese are greatly elated thereat, 
which feeling the downfall of Hue has in no-

AN INCIDENT IN THE TRIAL OF THE OUT- 
LAW~—EVIDENCE IN HIS PAVOR, 

GaLuatin, Mo., Atig. 31.—In the Frank 
James trial this morning the defense continued 
their line of impeaching the State witnesses. James 
8. De Masters, a Justice of the Peace, was the first 
witness. He testified that at the Coroner's inquest 
on the body of Wood Hite, Mrs. Bolton testified 
that éhe had not seen Frank James for two years, 
and then at his father's house. 

Before the next witness was ealled Col. Phillips 
arose and stated that Gen. Shelby was at the door 
and desired to make a statement to the court. 


When the General came in he saluted the court 
with a courteous bow and said: $'If anything that 
I may have said or done yesterday offended the 
dignity of the court I regret it exceedingly. As to 
the other parties, I have no regrets.” 

Judge Goodman replied: ‘‘Gen. Shelby, your 
conduct yesterday in appearing before the court in 
an unfit condition and showing an insubordinate 
spirit was reprehensible in the extreme, as it 
was not only in defiance of the dignity 
of the oourt, but caleulated to prejudice the 
interests of the -defendast. You dre a 
man of national reputation, nd enjoy 
the respeet and confiderce of a large 
number of the people of Missouri. I can 
only say that I was much astonished at your 
very reprehensible action of yesterday. It is in 
testimony that you have drawn a pistol right on 
the verge of the court, which is in itself contempt 
of court.”’ ‘ 

Gen. Shelby, (interrupting)—That, Sir, is false ! 

The Court—The Marshal of Lexington testified 
to it under oath. 

Gen. Shelby—Then he iied ! 

The Court—The court is amply satisfied with 
your apology to it, but your attitude toward the 
attorneys for the State yesterday, in anewering in 
a threatening and offensive manner, and your talk 
of calling them to personal account, cannot be 
overlooked. 

The court then fined Gen. Shelby $10, which he 
paid and passed out of the court-reom. 

C. Mason, A. Duval, W. D. Rice, and Jamos 
Duval all impeached the testimony of the Fords 
and Boltons, testifying that they had heard them 
say they had not seen Frank James for years and 
that he had gone South. 

John T. Samuels, nalf-brother of Frank James, 
and an inmate of Samuels’s honsehold, 
had not seen dames before the Winston rob- 
bery since 1876, and then at home; saw 
him after his surrender in Independence Jail in 
May, 1881; saw Jesse James with Dick Liddell 
at his mother’s house, and heard Jesse 
and Liddell both say that they had left 
Frank in Kentucky: that he was in bad 
health, and was talking about going South; saw 
Jesse, Dick Lindell, the Hites, and Charley Ford 
during the Summer; there was a_ striking 
family resemblance between Wood Hite 
and Frank James; saw Jim Cum- 
mings twice during the Summer of 1881; 
the first time in company with Jesse and Dick Lid- 
Gell. Belng cross-examined the witness admitted 
that he knew they were all outlaws and that they 
wore armed at all times; had read in the papers 
that they had robbed banks and trains. 

Mrs, Zerelda Samuels, the mother of the James 
boys, testified that she had lived in Clay County 
near Kearney 40 years, that she was the mother of 
the defendant, and that he was 41 years old. When 
asked as to the date of Jesse’s death she showed 
much feeling.and ausweéred in asobbing and choked 
voice: “Jesse was at my house in May, 1881, 
accompanied by Dick Liddell. I asked Jcsse 
where he had left Frank, and he told me 
that he had lIleft him in Kentucky in 
bad health. I commenced crying, and said 
son, you know he is dead and you might 
as well tell me.’ He said: ‘No, he is alive 
and in Kentucgy;’ and then Dick Liddell 
spoke up and said the same thing. Jesse 
was in and out of the house with Dick 
Liddell and the Hites until after the Winston 
robbery. The last time I saw my son Frank before 
I met him at Independence was seven years ago 
this Fall, when Sheriff Brown came to my house and 
shot at him.”’ She was then cross-examined, and 
said that she did not see Frank during the Summer 
of 1881, did not know where he was, and thought 
him dead. Witness recollected the departure of 
the wagon in August, and admitted that she fur- 
nished a dress, bonnet, and apon to the outfit. 

“And why did you do tnat?”’ asked Prosecuting 
Attorney Wallace. 

** Beoause they wanted to pass one of the gentle- 
men off foralady so your folks could not oatch 
them,”’ was the smiling reply, given with much 
unction. 

Allen H. Palmer, brother-in-law of Frank James 
and astock-raiser of Wichita, Kan., said that in 
August, 1881, Frank James was at his house with 
his sister, the witnesses wife, and he found him 
there on his return from atrip to Texas. He next 
saw him yesterday in jail. The witness was rigid- 
ly cross-examined. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Susan Palmer, sister of 
Frank James and wife of the preceding wituess, 
testified that in 1881 she resided in Clay County, 
and that her brother spent three months of the 
Summer at her house. A rigid cross-examination 
failed to shake her testimony.

TWO MURDERERS CONFESS THEIR CRIME— 

A BAD MAN SHOT FROM AN AMBUSH. 
DANVILLE, Va., Aug. 31,—-King and Evans, 
two of the negroes sentenced to be hanged for the 
murder of Shapard, have confessed that they saw 
the third—Sawney Younger—shoot Shapard. King 
says that they saw Shapard,as he was driving 
along the road, counting money. They took a by- 
path and got ahead of him. Younger asked Shap- 
ard to let them ride, and when he refused fired at 
him five times. They then ran off, and as they 
went Younger threw the pistol away in the bushes. 


Evans at first denied that he knew anything about 
the murder, but afterward admitted that he was 
along with the others. He said that he had been a 
quiet, peaceable man till he was led off by Young- 
er. They both declare that Younger has told them 
that he had torun away from West Virginia: be- 
cause he killed a manthere. Their statements in 
detail corroborate the statements made by the 
witnesses for the Commonwealth.

THE LAST SPIKE DRIVEN HOME. 

The union of the eastern and western ends 
of the Northern Pacific, which occurrea at Inde- 
pendence Creek, Montana Territory, Tuesday of 
last week, is thus described by the Helena (Mon- 
tana Territory) Herald; “‘ When the Helena spec- 
taters took station the contending forces were 
about two miles apart. It seemed but a little 
while till the tle men hove in sight—those from the 
west first, and 15 minutes later those from the 
east. Then followed the rall-layers in the same 
succession, those from the Pacific direction ap- 


pong from behind a curve a quarter of 4 miie 
away, followed quickly by those’ from the Atlantic 
areund another bend, nearly a half mile distant. 
It was obvious at once that the *‘self-risers’ had 
the advantage, and were bound not to lose any of 
it on the home stretch. One after another of 
the rail cars appeared, and as fast ag unloaded 
were lifted off the track and dumped down the 
embankment, giving place to the next. Thencame 
in sight the west-end loeomotive, (a wood-burner,) 
with flags fiying. It hugged close up to the track 
men, andkept them company. At just 2 o’clock 
the oentre staff was reached by the wostern force, 
their final rail went down, and the brawny sledge- 
men spiked it securely home. Then the cheers 
burst fort® loud and lusty and long. Helena and 
Deer Lodge and miners and ranchinen assembled 
from the country about joined in the great shout, 
and the engine put in its sonorous veice louder and 
stronger and longer than human lungs were capa- 
ble to put ferth and bold out, From the east a 
quarter of a mile, and in plein view, were striding 
forward the other men.

THE AMATEUR HISTORIAN TELLS OF OUR 
TRIP, OUR PARTY, AND CUR MOVEMENTS. 

Camp ALLIson, Yellowstone Cafion, via 

ivingstone, Montana, Aug. 31.—The Presidential 

arty remained at Allison yesterday, so that an 
excursion could be made to the narrow point of 
view. from which Grand Cafion could be seen. 
Our camp was in a beautiful grove, and the day 
Was very interesting, but uneventful. We will 
will start for the Lowey Falls this morning. 

As our trip is drawing to its end, this is proba- 
bly as good an opportunity as will be presented to 
refer to the inventions of newspapers which 
have eontinuously published pretended spectal 
telegrams purporting to be from correspondents 
with our party. No special correspondents bave 


been with us. The falsehood of these pretended 
specials is apparent to any one knewing the dis- 
tanees to be traveled in this region, as the oorre- 
spepsente seem to transfer themselves and send 
their reports on one day over distances which can- 
not possibly be passed in three or four days. 
Their silly stories of personal incidents are not of 
sufficient consequence to be denied, but the stories 
of danger to the President and of his being in bad 
health go beyend the bounds of permissible hoaxes 
as misleading the public in a matter of great pub- 
lic interest, and for this reason it should be known 
that there has not been at any time the slightest 
grounds for any stich stories. The President is 
and has continuously been perfectly well, and has 
traveled the whole ee on horseback, being 
excelled oF none in his enjoyment of our march 
and camp life. The only other falsehood worthy 
of mention, as being on a subject of public interest 
is that on this journey any attention has been 
given by the President, the Secretary of War, or 
Gen. Sheridan to a new policy of dealing with the 
Indians. If such mattera were to be dealt with 
the Secretary of the Interior would be present. 
It is sufficient to say that many newspapers have 
been fighting men of straw. A simple illustration 
of the deeeptions of these speeiais is found in 
their having our party arriva at the upper geyser 
basin on a day when we were four days’ march 
distant from it. 


Camp CAMERON, YELLOWSTONE RIVER, via 
Livingstone, Montana, Aug. 81.—Camp was broken 
as usual at 6:30 o’clook yesterday morning, and all 
the members of the President's party, rested and 
invigorated hy a day’s sojourn among the grand 
scenery about the cafion and falls of the Yellow- 
stone, gladly took the trail leading northward to 
their last camp on the banks of this famous 
river. There are two trails leading from the 
lower falls to Barnet’s bridge. One fol- 
lows the cafion along its brink for five or six 
miles, then leaves {t and passes to the eastward of 
Mount Washington. It is a very difficult route, 
there being for 12 miles one constant descent. The 
other, and better, route the pay followed, passing 
over the westward slops of the same mountain. 
From the summit of Mount Washburn, 10,000 feet 
above the sea, & comprehensive view of 
the park scenery was obtained—to the 
northward and east the grand elevated and snowy 
tidges and peaks of the Rocky Mountains, royal 
turrets rising to the sky; to the eastward 
and south grevt banks of snow lying 
upon the peaks of the Shoshone range. 
The Grand Cafion from this point looks like a nar- 
row gauge fringed with dark pines. In the 
distance can be seen some of the great 
geysers sending forth puffs of steam, 
giving their lowations the appearance 
of an aggregation of busy faotories. The gray 
volcanic rocks which crown the summit of the 
mountains are relieved at intervals by erassy 
slopes, upon whieh are sprinkled beds of lovely 
wild flowess. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—A private telegram was 
received here to-day from the Secretary of War 
Stating that the President would arrive in this city 
on Tuesday morning.

A prey to acute grief over the death of his 
wife, Isabella Hinkley Susini Humter, Mulford 8.

A few_ seconds later 
a second pistol shot was fired by Hunter from the 
door of his reom into the corridor. A policeman 
was summoned and he found Hunter doubled 
up et the foot of his bed. He had cat 
his throat and had shot himself in the region of 
He moaned and said, “Let me alone! 
Let me die!’ An ambulance was summoned, 
and when the surgeon examined Hunter 
he turned earnestly to him and begged him to save 
him. His last words, however, at the hospital 
were: “ Please jet me die |!" 

Mrs. Hunter died at No. 155 East Thirty- 
first-street on July 23. She had been 
under the care of a physician who 
aduwinistered powerful drastic purges in 
which were ercotin and macrotin. Mrs. Hunter 
died very suddenly, and the physician cer- 
tifed that she died of cerebro spinal menin- 
gitis, after saying that she died of apoplexy,. The

MARWOOD THE HANGMAN. 
———— | 
VIEWS UPON PRESENT FASHIONS 
EXECUTION, | 
From the London Telegraph, 

In these exceptionally communicative and 
invetorately garrulous days, when the disftnctions 
between fame and notoriety seem to have become 
hopelessly confused, and the utterances of the 
scientific sage and the shallow charlatan, the re- 
nowned soldier andthe impudent adventurer, the 
guileless philanthropist and the hardened criminal 
are all listened to with equal eagerness aud pub- 
lished in equal amplitude of detail, it would be 
strange indeed if the public executioner ceuld not 
find some one to gather up his talk and confer on 
it the honors of type. So Marwood has been “ in- 


terviewed,” and has discoursed at length on the 
technicalities of his hideous trade. The hangman 
in England gets no kind of sympathy from the 
community at large. The Sansons in France wete 
hereditary headsmen. fiat after generation 
they plied their terrible calling, intermarrying 
with the families of provincial are 
until at last they formed a kind of guild, to whic 
the prescription of age had imparted somethin 
akin to respectability. Similarly in Germany an 
Holland the executioner’s vocation was continued 
from father to son; and a vocation it strictly was, 
since the executioner's heir was literaliy born “in 
the crimson,” if not “in the purple,” and found 
his black patrimony in the axe, the visor, and the 
block bequeathed to nim his “sire.” In Italy, 
Spain, and Russia, executioners were very often 
criminals who had been absolved from condign pun- 
ishment on the condition that they should devote 
the remainder of their lives to taking away in eold 
blood the lives of the wretches doomed by the law 
to death. In Engiand, however, the hangman has 
always been a free agent, and nas of his own 
freo will adopted hts horrible craft. No- 
body ever coerced Derrick, Gregory, Cran- 
don, Ketch, Cheshire, Caloraft, or his suc- 
cessor into turning hangman. The selection 
of their odious office by these men and thelr con- 
geners has always been a matter of deliberate 
choice; and, with‘the exception of the early cicht- 
eenth-century Jack Ketch—not by any means the 
Dennis in Dickens’s “ Barnaby Rudge,” who was 
so unfortunate as to get himsel? han at Tyburn 
for robbery—most of the London hangmen whose 
names have come down to our times have exer- 
oised during a long course of years their grim fune- 
tions, and have died, ataripe old age without in 
anv way manifesting their dislike of a trade 
which the majority of mankind regard as utterly 
abhorrent and detestable. No doubt the rites 
which the criminal law, as at present adminis- 
tered, suffers the hangman to perform on the 
bodies of his fellow-ereatures are very maimed 
ones when compared with the varied forms 
of torture and outrage in whieh he 
was formerly permitted to indulge. It is no 
longer his business to decapitate traitors, consume 
their intestines in the fla and seethe their 
bleeding quarters in pitch prior to those grisly 
relics being displeyed on the spikes of London 
Bridge and Temple Bar. It is no longer his privi- 
lege to seourge pickpockets at a post in the Ses- 
sions Yard of the Old Bailey, or to lash women at 
the cart’s tail, or burn them alive at a stake when 
they had been guilty of the murder of their hus- 
bands or of making counterfeit shillings. The 
hangman has ceased to tie the thumbs or press to 
death prisoners who refused to plead; and he is 
even denied the luxury of making a bonfire at the 
Royal Exchange of pesipbiess proclaimed by Par- 
liament to be seditious or libelous. All that the 
common hangman has to do nowadays js to hang, 
and it is with respect to this last remaining ugly 
but seemingly indispensable item of his trade that 
Marwood has been recently loquacious. 

It is no new thing for the public executioner to 
think himself a person of seme social importance, 
and his pride may be traditional and derived from 
the early years of the seventeenth century, when a 
wag actually hoaxed the Herald’s Coll into 
making a grant of arms to the Salgmen Gee ory 
Brandon. Thus it is not surprising to learn that 
Marwood, in giving his opinion on hanging, elaims 
for his “ system” a superiority over any other in 
the known world. Those who have read the ae- 
counts of the disgusting plece of bungling at Dur- 
ham the other day may not be prepared to admit 
without reservation the infallibility of Marwood’s 
system; but the man is entitled to be beard on the 
merits of a question which, according to his show- 
ing, he has been studying for years, and in which, 
if practice makes the craftsman perfect, he ought 
by this time to be somewhat ofan expert. He 
asserts that the executions which he performs 
are carried out as quickly asa flash of lightning, 
and altogether without pain to the condemned. 
The culprit, he says, rarely so much as ra‘tses a 
finger; nor is there, savein a very uncommon case, 
the least quivering of the body. He considers his 
“*system’’ to be vastly superior to the guillotine, 
as by the latter method of death there is consider- 
able motion of the corpse after decapitation. Has 
Marwood ineluded among his studies the curiously 
paradoxical treatise of the Elder Sue, the dis- 
tinguished French anatomist, in which it was 
sought to be shown that the opperation of the 
guillotine is not painless? Or has he read how. 
when the “‘ valet du bourreau” insultingly slapped 
the face of the decollated Charlotte Corday, the 
blush of outraged modesty rose to the dead, pallid 
cheeks? Marwood, however, is dogmatic in his 
denunciation of the machine which the amiable 
Dr. Guillotin certainly did not invent. [ne ap- 
paratus of death whieh for more than 9 
years hag gone by his name is merely a modifica- 
tion of the “cavaletto” on which the head of Be- 
atrice Cenci was stricken off, of the Halifax “ gib- 
bet,’’ and the Scottish “maiden,” and especi a 
machine a model of which was submitted to the 
British Governmentin 1746-7, with the view of its 
being used at the execution ot Simon fraser, Lord 
Lovat, whose neck was so short that it was feared 
that an executioner armed only with an ordinary 

eading axe might mangle him. The design for the 
new apparatus was engraved in the Genieman’s 
Magazine, and very probably furnished Dr. Guillo- 
tin with the first practical idea for his benevolentl 
intended but dreadfully misused engine of capi- 
tal punishment. Marwood, then, could scareely 
scout the oop ay asjan “ un-English” machine; 
still, he holds that “the lungs work for some time 
after the head is severed, and the death is a linger- 
ing one.” By his **system,*’ we are told, the neck 
is quickly dislocated, the spinal cord is broken, 
and the rope is so adjusted round the neck that 
the fall tightens the cord, the air-pipes are thus 
closed, the action of the lungs ceases, and apoplexy 
is produced, so that the victim is quite insensibie; 
“and, in fact, deati is always instantaneous.” This 
hardy assertion is scarcely borne out by the recent 
experience at Durham, and.by the admission in 
official circles thac the Marwood “system’’ fell 

short of perfection by at least a plank to be 
placed across the pit into which the suspended 
murderer fails. The hangman, however, thinks 
or is reported to think, that his * modus operandi” 
cannot be improved upou. He was questioned as 
to the Spanish ‘*garote,”’ which he said he bad 
never seen, but he pronounced if to be ‘a disgrace 
to the country.”” There are those who are of opin- 
ion that the strangulation of criminals is‘a disgrace 
te any country; but it may be said of the “ garote 
vil’ that-it does its work very efficiently and very 
swiftly. The culprit sits, strongly bound, in an 
arm-ohair. His neek is eneircled by an iron collar, 
with a serew anda bar at the pack; and it is 4 
matter ot mathematical certainty that the nut o 
the screw, when the executioner turns the bar 
with sufficient velocity, must dislocate the cervical 
vertebre, must break the spinal cord, and must 
kill the criminal instantaneously. 


@HOW TIME-TABLIS ARE MADE. 
From the Milwaukee Sentinel. 

One of the most laborious things connected 
with the management of a railroad is the insti- 
tuting of changes in the time-table governing the 
running of trains. Instead of it being done with 
pen and paper, as many may suppose, the entire 
running arrangement of all passenger and freight 
trains, their crossing of other tracks or passage of 


other trains, their stops, and lost time are all cal- 
culated by simple, common pins and spool of dif- 
ferent colored threads. Before a time-table or 
schedule is prepared the time chart is first per- 
fected. To prepare a time chart a Jarge sheet of 
drawing paper is first stretched on a smooth 
surface and mounted on an easel. The 
chart is ruled either for two, five, or ten 
minute time by horizontal lines and perpen- 
dicular oross-lines. The ‘“‘time” is marked 
above the horizontal line, and the distances, or 
stations and terminals, dowa the first perpendicu- 
lar ine. For illustration, 12 midnight is the mark 
on the first horizontal line, and each hour {s marked 
until the twenty-fdurth, or the following midnight 
hour, is reached on the last horizontal line. Be- 
tween the hour lines the space ts divided into min- 
utes and graduated as fine as desired. On a two- 
minute chart the space between the hours is dil- 
vided into 10 minutes’ time and the 10 minutes’ 
time into 2 minutes’ time. The hour lines are 
made heavy aad the lesser time lines are of a light- 
er shade to distinguish them. The one terminus of 
the road, Milwaukee, for instance, is marked 
on the first Iine beside the first time 
mark, 12 midnight. The other stations fol- 
low down the perpendicular line until the 
other terminal {s reached. Then all fs ready to 
prepare for the running arrangement, provided the 
pins and thread are ready. A blue thread means 
a passenger train, a red thread a freight train, and 
if the trains of other roads use part of the track 
they are designated by a different colored thread. 
It is‘calculated that the running time shall be, say, 
25 miles an hour, and for the purpose of illustra- 
tion, the tracing of one passenger train will answer 
the purpose of explaining them ail. A passenger 
train leaves Milwaukee at8 A. M. A pin is placed 
on the horizontal line at the 8 A. M. time mara and 
the end of the blue thread fastenedthereto. If the 
train rans without stopping for 50 miles, the blue 
thread is stretched over opposite to the station at 
which the stop is made, and directly under the 
10 A. M. time mark another pin is stuck, and the 
blue thread wrapped about itto keep ittaut. If 
this is a stop, say, of 40 minutes, the blue thread is 
stretched to the 10:40 A. M. mark on a direct line 
with the same station, and another pin stuck and 
the blue thread wrapped. The train starts and its 
entire course is thus timed and distributed along 
the road. If the railroad has, say. 40 or 60 pas- 
senger and freight trains ranning daily, the time 
chart, when it is completed, looks ke a@ great 
spider's web stretched out with pins. But little 
work then remains to transferthe time and sta- 
tions to the time-table and the schedule is ready 
for the printer.

it is not at all uncommon—nay, it is almost the 
rule—in cholera-stricken towns that the first vic- 
tims are old residents, living far distant from each 
other, in no way related, and having had no com- 
munication together. Then, of eourse, importa- 
tion is deniec and the disease is pronounced in- 
digenous. The difficulty seems increased when 
the first victims in jails and hospitals are old resi- 
dents. But these problems hare so often been 
satisfactorily and sometimes so gasily solved that,

It seems that Mr. Pasteur hes sent four young 
men to investigate cholera in Egypt. It is to be 
hoped that they know what already been 
done; for many of the best microscopists have 
given mueh attention to the matter, Almost all 
that has been done merely corroborates the work 
of the celebrated Hassall in 1854. Some form 
of baeteria ix evidently the basis of cholera. In 
1854 Drs. and Dundas Thornton found many 
vibriones or hacteria in the atmosphere of hospital 
wards when filled with cholera patients; fower in 
better ventilated wards with asmaller number of 
patients, and very few or noue in clean and empty 
wards. These vibriones or bacteria were also 
moticed in great abundance in the rice-water 
discharges, which were always strongly alkaline, 
mever acid, and in the blood and urine of cholera 
patients, in the drinking water when contaminated, 
and on the soiled bed and body clothing of cholera 
patients they abounded, and were alive and 
very active. Hassall found that three circum- 
stances were neeessary to the develop- 
gent of cholera bacteria:

ed skin. The greatest patience and gentle- 
ness Of treatment ts required, and it is astonishing 
how rapidly healthy epithelium is reproduced in 
some cases. In fact the epithelium of all the 
mucous membranes is shed gently every day,just as 
scurf falis off from the skin or dardruff from the 
scalp. But in health this process takes place slow- 
ly avd gradually. in cholera with great rapidity, 
and Only too often the collapse or exhaustion is too 
great to allow of recovery. When the celevrated 
Surgeon-General McPherson was attacked at 
night, after experience with thousands of cases, he 
drank only a little acidulated water from time to 
time. with thin arrow-root, and weak brandy and 
water, with a tew drops of laudanum now and 
then- In the morning he would not allow an old 
experienced medical friend to be sent for until 
after his usual breakfast-time. His old and tried 
hospital steward waited upon bim until he was 
cold and almost pulseless and so exhausted as to be 
searcely able to raise his finger or move an eyelid; 
but the courage of these three wise men did not 
fail them, and slowly and steadily he was brought 
back to life and usefulness. Terror, hurry, the 
profuse use of: food, drugs, or stimulants, would 
certainly have killed McPherson.

REAL ESTATE VERSUS STOCKS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Timea: 

The misfortunes of Wall-street are invaria- 
bly visited on the real estate market. No sooner 
do stocks give way than every one begins to cry 
out that real estate is too high. Fortunately for 
investors real estate is one of the few forms of 
property which can neither be beared nor cornered. 
It cannot be fietitiously bought or sold, and conse- 
quently, while the market varies between an ac- 
tive and dull demand, there is never that entire 
collapse now apparent in railroad securities. But 
because Wall-street prices have fallen it is said that 
real estate is too high, Let us consider how far 
thisis true. Real estate has nover, except in a 
fow instances, recovered the prices current previ- 
ous to 1878. Between that date and 1879 the mar- 
ket was almost dead. Little business was done. 
But the tide of immigration continued. Since 1873 
the population of New-York has increased 500,000, 


uliring many thousand additional houses, The 
Seas movement is going on now. What will it be 
evenin 10 years? 1t is, therefore, clear that the 
rise in real estate which commenced in 1879 was 
not the result of any fictitious effort, but was 
oaused by # gradual, steady demand. If we 
compare the present position of property, 
especially on the west side, with what it 
was in 1873, we find a series of changes 
which must nave affected its intrinsic value, how- 
ever little they may have put up the price. Thus, 
since 1878 we have had rapid transit, haadsome 
boulevards and avenues, and many other improve- 
ments, for which the owners have been as- 
sessed, and aj] the assessments have amounted to 
many millions. and yet property to-day is worth 
less with these advantages than it was worth 10 
years ago without them. If interest be charged 
on the investment during this interval the present 
values are far below those then current. Had 
every investor who is now feeling in his empty 
pockets for the money lost in Wall-street bought 
a lot with his surplus funds and built a home for 
his family, capital which has been seooped in by 
the larger operators would at this moment be in- 
‘creasing the necessary comfort and security of 
hunareas of families. fome of our largest opera- 
tors on Wall-street show their sense of the truth 
of these remarks by large investment in real 
perty. They make money in Wall-street and 
nvest in real estate, while the general public often 
sells real estate and loses the money in Wall-street. 
These gentiemen know well that, real estate, 
especially on this island, cannot be watered. It 
cannot be sold three times over to different pur- 
chasers by the over-issue of bonds and stocks, 
Nor ean it be boomed or beared by the combina- 
tion of a few large operators. In addition to the 
immediate losses caused by gambling in Wall- 
street there is the correlative evil which invaria- 
bly accompanies it, It provokes and instigates an 
impatience in making money which indisposes in- 
vestors to the slower and surer security of real es- 
tate. Thereisa tendency to estimate up-town 
property by Fifth-avenue prices, forgetting that 
these are merely the result of fashion and fancy, 
and that sites healthier] and far more pleasantly 
situated may be obtained on the West Side for 
one-fifteenth, if not one-twentieth, the cost. The 
building movement on Seventy-second and Seven- 
ty-third streets which was started by the late Mr. 
Clark is already rapidiy spreading, yet property in 
the immediate neighborhood can still be bought at 
moderate prices. 4 
There is also a cry that apartment-houses are 
overdone, but putting aside the Central Park 
fapartments and the Dakota flate and two or 
three others, how many such buiidings are yet 
erected in which an occupier can go to sleep with- 
out peril of being no more than # handful of 
cinders in the morning’ In the old countries the 
first effort of every man is to acquire a home 
which sball provide a roof for his family in any 
event. is is a lesson whick all classes among 
us, rich and poor alike, have to learn. On Fifth-

PROMOTIONS IN THE PATENT OFFICE, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your special dispatch from Washington in 
this morning's paper relating to late appointments 
and promotions in the Patent Office does great in- 
justice to the gentlemen promoted (Messrs. MoAr- 
thur and Woodward) and to the appointing power. 
Your correspondent intimates that these appoint- 
ments were in violation of the “civil service 
rules,” and made by seniority and Anferentially 
through influence. Inthe first place the so-called 
*‘ civil service system"’ has been the rule of the 
Patent Office since May, 1869, introduced by the 
late Col. 8. 8. Fisher on his appointment as Com- 
missioner of Patents, Indeed, Col. Fisher made 
the privilege of their adoption and enforcement in 
that bureau a eondition of his acceptance of the 
position. Very few appointments or promotions 
have since been made iu that bureau except upon 


fairly conducted competitive examinations; sec- 
ondly, the transfer of a Principal Examiner to the 
position of Examiner of Interferences is not a pro- 
motion; the ranks and salaries are the same; the 
duties only differ. 

The Examiner of Interferences has a peculiar 
class of duties. They relate entirely to the legal 
questions arising when two or more inventors are 
seeking a patent for the same invention. There 
come before him in such contests the same ques- 
tlons which ordinarily arise in a patent case in the 
United States Courts. Hence, when there is a ya- 
cancy in that particular olass, some Examiner of 
supposed good legal training and acquire- 
ments is transferred, not promoted, thereto. 
The gentleman (Mr. Frank McArthur) just 
transferred thereto was for some years an 
assistant in that division, being promoted, 
while therein, upen competitive examinations, 
to Third, Secend, and First Assistant Examiner. 
As First Assistant Examiner he was transferred to 
the personal staff of the Commissioner as “ law 
clerk,” a position of great responsibility. ‘Thenoe, 
still upon competitive examination, he was pro- 
moted to be Principal Examiner, and is now, sim- 
ply because of belicf in his fitness for the peculiar 
duties of the Examiner of Interferences, trans- 
ferred from an examining division to the Division 
of Iuterferenees. He isa graduate of Harvard and 
of the Natienal Law University and his father is 
well and favorably known as one of the most 
learned and sound Judges who has ever sat upon 
the Bench of the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. Third, Mr. Woodward entered the office 
asaclerk and has since been promoted through 
the various grades to First Assistant Examiner, all 
upon competitive examinations. 

At the last examination of First Assistants to 
Principals he stood very higi’ ;the gentlemen s.ancd- 
ing higher have been promoted, and he stood first 
upon the list of availables and his :ast promotion 
is certainly in accordance with “civil service 
rules.”" These are the facts in regard to these gen- 
tiemen and can be verified by the records. From 
them you ean see that owing to insafficient in- 
formation your cerrespondent has done these gen- 
tiemen injustice.

THE CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


GBEAT ACTIVITY BUT WEAKNESS IN ALL 


BRANCHES OF THE TRADE. 


Cricaao, Aug. 31.—The leading produce markets 
were active and weak. The fine weather was too 
much for the strength of holders of grain when re- 
celpts were large, as they were to-day. The decline 
began with the discovery that there was more grain 
on the market for last month than was wanted to fill 
August shorts, and this brought out long holders, 
both in breadstuffs and provisions. Only one article, 
flax-seed, had the hardihood to boom amid the gen- 


“eral weakness, and that was only for the few remain- 
ing hours of August. The shipping movement was 
made dull by the speculative depression. 

Provisions were active and rather weak, but re- 
acted later. closing nearly the same as ‘on the previ- 
ous day. Pork declined 10 to 1z}4 cents; lard, 5 to 7% 
cents, and meats, 5 to 744 cents for Uctober delivery. 
Pork closea at $12 16 bid; jard at 88 423¢ bid, and 
short ribs at $8 47% bia. Liverpool report- 
ead a deciine of 3d. on lard and 6d. on 
the leading cuts of meats, but the local 
hog market was steadier, and there was a 
fair number of buying orders from the outside. The 
market would probably have ruled firm but for tne 
weakness in grain, whica made local operators in 
produce bearish, and they offered a little more than 
was wanted on a really fair demand. The inquiry 
by shippers was noted as very good, but it 
was reported from New-York that refiners in that 
City had no new foreign orders forlard. This was 
supposed to account for the weakness im Liverpool 
quotations. There was a fair volume of business in 
changing over from September into October, mostly 
in pork and meats. there being little September lard 
on thejmarket. In the afternoon the market was 
steady. September pork sold at €12 to $12 0244, clos- 
ing at the outside. October pork sold at $12 20 to 
$12 1734, and closed with $12 16 bid September. Lard 
was nominal at $8 36 to $8 3734, and October lard sold 
at $8 46, closing with that figure bia. 

Fiour was quiet and unchanged. One round lot was 
sold forexport. The local ewas dul Bran was 
steady at $11 to $11 50 per ton. 

Wheat was active and weak, closing % of a cent be- 
low the latest prices of Thursday, at $1 asked for Sep- 
tember and $1 02 bid for October. Liverpool re- 
ported a decline of 1d. per cental, and the 
movement in the West was understood to be 
largely on the increase, which was _ certainly 
favored by the magnificent weather, while corn 
was heavy. ‘ew-York started out steady, but 
holders here took time by the forelock. One firm un- 
loaded about 1,000,000 bushels which had been bought 
two days previously, and the example was followed 
by a lot of minor holders, wnile a few bears took 
courage and soid short. There was no particular 
Pressure to place wheat for September, but lots of 
sellers ahead, and the market seemed to be 
mostly sustained by stop orders to fill shorts 
at 8102 for October and 81 04 for November, 
if the market should reach those figures. 
There was a moderate shipping movement, 70,000 
bushels being chartered to go out by lake, which is 
nearly the quantity reported for Thursday. Car lots 
of Spring were quiet at 9044 cents to 99% cents for 
No. 2 and 93 cents for No. 3. Red Winter was quiet at 
$1 0644 to $1 0034 for No. 2‘and $1 02 for No. Sep- 
tember No, 2 was Smee at $106\¢. Inthe afternoon 
the market for regular was dull at $1 01% to $1 02}4 
for October, closing at the outside. 

Corn was more active and quiteheavy, closing 34 
cent below the latest prices of Thursday, at 40% cents 
bid for September and 444 cents bid for October. 
Liverpool was quoted 3«d. per cental lower, and re- 
ceipts here were 848 car-loads, besides canal arrivals, 
while people inthe trade professed to expect even 
bigger receipts during the firsthalf of September. 
They saidthe country orders for corn cars were 
heavier than ever, the fine weather giving 
assurance of a bounteous crop, which inakes 
first holders anxious to sell their reserves of old 
before the markets get a great deal lower. The mar- 
ket weakened with the closing up of August trades, 
the month declining from 51 to 5 ag a and 5134 
cents at the close, with car lots of No. 2 at 61 cents, 
early, to 6014 cents later, shippers not caring to han- 
die them, as the market was expected to be lower to- 
day. Rejected sold chiefly at 4644 cents. In the after- 
noon the market was dull and unchanged

CONSIDERABLE ACTIVITY AND GOOD PRICES 


FOR CATTLE, SHEEP, AND HOGS. 


Cuicaco, Aug. 31.—The live stook markets were 
active to-day. Sales of cattle were made to a little 
better advantage than on Thursday anything good 
enough tocommand the attention of shippers being 
salable at an advance of 5 cents,and in many in- 
stances at 10 cents. The demand was not particularly 
sharp, but there was a large attendance of buyers, 
and while individual purchases were generally mod- 
erate the combined wants of local and Eastern buyers 
was sufficient to exhaust the supply, the market 


closing firm, with the yards practically empty. The 
average price quoted was not as good as on the pre- 
ceding days of the week. There were no extra beeves, 
and comparatively few that would grade as choice, 
while the larger part consisted of common and me- 
dium, Kounag touched a higher figure than 
66 05, and the total of sales above 85 80 dia 
not exceed 250 head. Prices below 85 75 
rot the bulk of the stuff. Sales to the 
lastern trade were at 64 to $5 90, and to 
exporters at $5 90 to 86 06. The Jatter class of buyers 
did very little. Native butchers’ stock averaged 
stronger. Canners competed with the butchers, and 
as the supply was rather light,: sellers found it pos- 
sible to get better Ngures than on the day before. 
Poor to good fat cows went quickly at $2 75 to 
@3 85; bulls at $2 50 to* $8 60, and fleshy 
little steers at $4 to $4 25. Stockers continued 
in good demand; in fact, the demand considerably 
exceeded the supply, and prices were again strong at 
$3 25 to 64 for poor to good thrifty lots. Foeders also 
met with a good inquiry and sold as wellas on any 
day recently, from $3 75 to $4 forcommon lotsa. Prices 
ranged upward from $4 25 to 84 35 for good ones. 
Range cattie were in fair supply, but the larger part 
consisted of a better class of stock than canners seek, 
and the scarcity of the commoner sorts enabled se}- 
lers to close out at slightly higher prices. Good ones 
were no’more than steady to-day; through droves were 
quoted at $3 ZSjto $4 40, and Northern range at $3 50 
to $4 75. 

Prices for hogs opened strong, In addition to a 
zood packing and shipping demand, there were liberal 
purchases by s¢calpers, anc the competition carried up 
prices anether 6 to 10 cents, poor to choice light ad- 
vancing from $6 30 to 86, and poor to choice heavy 
from $475 to $550. After the morning hours trade 

uieted down perceptibly, but prices did not weaken. 
There was no detariavation in quality. Fair to prime 
droves made up the bulk, and sales were largely at 
$5 20 to 8575. There were sales of culls at $3 to 84 50. 

The best grades of sheep sold as well as in the 
earlier days of the week, but holders of or to 
medium were bothered to get previous rates. Inferior 
to extra were quoted at 82 7510 $4 75. Lambs wero 
in demand at $1 50 to $5 50 per bead. The receipts 
were 36,640 head of cattle, 50,596 hogs, and 10,916

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sets with as little loss either from delay or 
costs or mismanagement as possible. This 
simple analysis of the purposes of the law 
indicates the respective shares of the Gov- 
ernment and the creditors in its administra- 
tion. It should be the part of the Govern- 
ment, through agencies essentially judicial 
in their character, to ascertain that the 
Gebtor has been honest and has managed his 
affairs with that reasonable prudence which 
alone is consistent with honesty, and until 
this shall have been clearly established there 
should be no release from his obligations, 
whether with or without the consent of a 
majority of his creditors. This is a func- 
tion which cannot be trusted to creditors, 
who are naturally more anxious to settle 
with the debtor on the best terms that can 
be got than they are to maintain the general 
standard of commercial integrity. It is, 
however, a function not only important, but 
indispensable, and the Government has no 
right to surrender it to others or to neglect 
to perform it itself with the greatest possible 
energy and care. 

This having been secured, however, and 
the honesty and good faith of the debtor 
having been clearly ascertained, the distri- 
bution of the assets and their management 
may, and oyght to, be made by the credi- 
tors, through properly selected agents, with 
only such supervision by the Government 
tribunals as is necessary to secure equity be- 
tween the creditors. Both these principles 
are now generally recognized ‘in commer- 
cia] nations, and they should unquestionably 
be made the basis of legislation by Congress. 
Any considerable departure from them, 
however, would make a national bankrupt 
act an injury and a nuisance. 


THE NORTH WOODS. 


The project of a national forest preserve 
around the head-waters of the Mississippi is 
interesting enough for discussion in the dull 
season. But it is not yet an urgent question 
like the preservation of the forests at the 
head-waters of the Hudson. Messrs. Kocn, 
Lynpz, and Lansrnc, a committee of the 
State Senate, are now traversing, or have 
lately been traversing, the Adirondack 
region ostensibly to inquire what measures 
are necessary to protect the rights of the 
State in the forests. A delegation of State 
Senators visiting the Adirondacks in August 
is not, however, a body to which anybody 
would look with confidence for the diligent 
discharge of public duties. It has much 
more the aspect of a junket. It is to be 
hoped, however, that the committee has 
laid in, among its other supplies, a clever 
and diligent clerk who does not care about 
fishing and who will prepare a report for 
the committee which will shed more light 
than the public now possesses upon the con- 
dition and prospects of the Adirondack 
wilderness. 

Nobody doubts that the navigability of 
the Hudson 1s an object of high importance 
to the State. Notwithstanding the great 
improvements in the cheapening of trans- 
port by rail, as compared with transport by 
water, the canal system is a considerable 
factor in the prosperity of the State and in 
the commercial supremacy of this City, and 
of this system the Hudson River is an essen- 
tial part. The local business of the river 
between New-York and Albany is very con- 
siderable, so considerable as to make a pier 
bridge such as has been proposed at Storm 
King a serious obstacle to traffic, and a low- 
ering of the waters of the Hudson, such as 
might result from the denudation of the 
mountains in which it rises, would be a 
calamity to the whole State. 

What has thus far preserved such rem- 
nants as still exist of the primeval forests in 
the Adirondacks is the inaccessibility of the 
timber, or, rather, the inaccessibility of a 
market for the timber after it has been cut. 
To enable them to float the timber to market 
the depredators have constructed dams 
along the mountain streams, which 
raise the water above them and ruin 
the banks for the sportsman and tour- 
ist. The proposed railroad through the 
hills would complete the destruction of 
the forests. The region is almost absolutely 
worthless for tillage or for pasturage. When 
the timber now standing in it is removed, it 
will be absolutely worthless for any pur- 
pose, a mere rocky desert, and the function 
it now performs of a receiving and distrib- 
uting reservoir for the Hudson will not be 
performed at all. 

The State ought not to permit this irrep- 
arable. destruction for the sake of filling 
the pockets of a few speculators with the 
price of the Adirondack forests. It seems 
likely that if the State guards its own prop- 
erty in the wilderness the speculators will 
find their project impracticable. The State 
should at least refuse to part with its lands 
on any terms, and should reclaim such as 
the depredators may have taken posses- 
sion of without warrant of law; and it 
should not permit the proposed railroad to 
be built. If anything further be need- 
ed, it is only the presence of 
watchmen to see that the rights of 

the State are not invaded. It is not neces- 
sary to organize an expensive corps of for- 
esters for this purpose. The Adirondack 
guides, who get their living out of the at- 
tractiveness of the region to pleasure- 
seekers, and who would have no means of 
livelihood if this attractiveness were de- 
stroyed by the removal of the forests, could 
be made constables, and possibly encour- 
aged by small rewards to, report every case 
of trespass. Their own interest would secure 
their vigilance, and the State would have a 
body of expert game-keepers and foresters 
enlisted in its service without charge. or at 
a charge very trifling in proportion to the 
importance of the object to be gained. 





AROTIO FOLLIES. 

The wreck of the steamer Varna, having 
on board the Dutch expedition to the coast 
of Siberia, shows that even in the 
very edge of the Arctic Sea the navi- 
gator encounters perils against which no 
degree of foresight or care in prepara- 
tion can make an adequate defense. The 
Varna was a well-equipped boat. She car- 
ried 100 tons of coal and provisions for 
nearly two years, besides a supply of ma- 
terials for constructing houses; and there 
were carpenters and blacksmiths among her 
company. She seems to have been more 
than ordinarily well furnished for an arctic 
voyage. Yet she was crushed and went 
down in what may be called one of the thor- 
oughfares of the northern sea.

Theisland of Waicatz. near which her erew 


were rescued, lies just north of Archangel. 
Through the Kara Strait, which separates it 
from Nova Zembla, NoRDENSKJOLD passed 
on his successful voyage from Hammerfest to 
Behring Strait. The point where the Varna 
foundered (latitude 714° north, longitude 68° 
east) is 10 degrees south of Franz Josef’s 
Land, where Mr. Leren Saurru’s yacht, the 
£irt, used to take her owner for his Summer 
pleasuring, while the names of Parsr, 
Parry, Narxs, and many others may be 
found in the records of voyages which have 
been prolonged to points much nearer the 
pole. The Jeannette was crushed in a latitude 
six degrees more northerly, and in the icy 
wastes of a sea which no keel but hers had 
ever troubled. Compared with the suffer- 
ings her crew endured in their retreat to the 
Lena Delta the misfortune which has be- 
fallen the Varna expedition, within less 
than 100 miles of the mainland, shrinks to 
the proportions of a common shipwreck in 
a Summer sea. And this but adds empha- 
sis to the assertion that the explorers who 
venture into those waters take their lives in 
their hands, To incur the peril of losing 
their ship and themselves they need not fol- 
low the venturesome Hira or enter the ice- 
pack in imitation of the foolhardy Jeannette. 
The Varna’s fate proves that there is ice 
enough even in the Kara Sea to destroy a 
stanch and well-equipped vessel. 

The Varna’s companion, the Danish 
steamer Dijmphna, lay ice-bound near the 
island of Waigatz all Winter, and up to 
Aug. f had been unable to reach open 
water. This fact, coupled with the other 
fact that the date of the Varna’s foundering 
was July 14, gives some idea of the perils 
of those waters even in midsummer. 
The Djjmphna expedition set out with 
the intention of exploring the eastern 
coast of Franz Josef’s Land and 
of settling some possibly interesting, 
but certainly useless, geographical ques- 
tions which have been raised by the 
imperfect explorations of previous navi- 
gators. It is now so late that her 
northward voyage will be necessarily 
postponed until another year. The mem- 
bers of the expedition would show their 
good sense by abandoning their purpose 
altogether. The utter indifference which 
Mr. Layarp’s Turk showed as to the na- 
ture and habits of comets is a safer and, 
wiser frame of mind than that insatiable 
polar curiosity which prompts men to go 
and freeze their limbs and possibly leave 
their whitening bones on bleak arctic islands 
merely to determine whether a certain coast 
trends northward, orif a given point of land, 
dimly descried across the ice, be acape or an 
island. 


ADVICE FOR YOUNG IMMIGRANTS. 


A lady who writes a letter, which may 
be found in another column of this 
sheet, asks advice upon the case of her 
brother. For eleven years he has served an 
apprenticeship in the old country. He has 
saved $2,000, and vaguely wants to better 
himself. Should he come to “‘ the States ?’’ 
Our advice is asked so frankly, and with 
such apparent trust, that it will not be re- 
fused to a woman and a subscriber, and the 
young man and his sister shall be told what 
we think about it, the more especially that 
the case is typical, and doubtless will inter- 
est many more than those immediately con- 
cerned. 

She can make no mistake in advising her 
brother to take’a fresh start A man may 
serve another faithfully enough, but he only 
does his best when he is Going something for 
himself. And there is this peculiarity about 
the longing to be your own master: It is 
natural to most people, and it never grows 
less. But the power of realizing it does 
grow less. Toward middle life many sud- 
denly awake to the fact that only their long- 
ing remains. The power of making a start 
has lessened from lack of exercise, and 
the responsibility of a family often 
weakens ardor and clogs exertion. Instead 
of ambition, there is regret; and instead of 
the mastership which any thrifty man may 
reasonably aspire to, there is need of work 
in old aSe ina dependent position. The 
step is not easy to take, even in youth. But 
this young man and thousands like him 
should take courage. The same qualities 
which have won his employer’s approbation 
for over ten years and which have enabled 
him to save his little capital are nearly a 
guarantee of success. And at the worst 
nothing which cannot be retrieved can hap- 
pen toa man at 25. He can always be a 
clerk, and next time, if not this, he may es- 
tablish himself. The point is to make a be- 
ginning, and only rarely is it safe to reckon 
upon a better time for it than now. 

But whether young men like. this should 
make a start in the old or the new country is 
another question. The largest class of prizes 
which this country offers to immigrants is 
won by those worse off than this inquirer, 
and with other qualifications. A man who 
rents an acre in the old country, who works 
all the time, and never gets a hundred dol- 
lars ahead, is virtually stilla villein. For 
him much of the feudal system survives, In 
five years here he can own his house and 
barn and asquare quarter of a mile. He 
breathes a new atmosphere. and becomes a 
new man and a better. There can be no 
error in advising those with arms and heart 
for Such work—very little head is needed— 
to come quickly. The Jand is going, rail- 
ways are running through most counties, 
and pricesare rising. But after ten years’ 
apprenticeship to a trade a man may not 
want to live on the soil. He may fair- 
ly enough think that what he has learned isa 
capital in itself which would be a waste 
were he to try another line of life. 

Now, of clerks there are everywhere too 
many. If this young man means to bea 
clerk here, he should know that, while 
some wages are higher here, so is the 
price of many things that wages buy, es- 
pecially clothing and rent. And good 
places are mostly saved for those who are 
known to the employers. Moreover, the 
salaries in his trade are about the lowest 
going. It would be a year or twoor more 

before hecould be as well off here as where 
heis. After that his advance to a certain 
point would be rapid, for men who thor- 
oughly know their trades are rare.

SHAKESPEARE’S DUST. 

The churoh at Stratford-on-Avon has 
probably been visited by more Americans 
than any other church in Europe with the 
single exception of Westminster Abbey, 
The announcement that its Vicar has con- 
sented to the exhumation of the remains of 
SHAKESPEARE which lie under its chancel 
is not a little startling. This sacrilege would 
no doubt have been committed long ago 
but for the monitory words which he 
caused to be inscribed above hie grave, and 
which are so familiar that it is almost 
superfluous to cite them: 

“ Good friend, for Jesus's: sake forbear 

To dig the dust enclesed here. 

Blest be the man that spares these stones, 

Ané cursed be he that moves my bones.” 
De Quincey, indeed, vehemently main- 
tains that SHAKESPEARE did not write and 
could not have written this warning; but it 
has been as effectual hitherto as if he had 
written it. The pretext upon which the 
removal is now sought, that the skull of 
the poet may be compared with the busts 
and portraits, has been equally good for a 
century past, Indeed, the removal of Sxaxz- 
SPEARE’S remains to the literary Valhalla of 
the nation, in the south transept of West- 
minster Abbey, was afar more respectable 
object than the gratification of an 
idle, and what even with regard 
to the dead we may call an imper- 
tinent, curiosity. But for the words which, 
whether or not they are the words of the 
poet, undoubtedly represent his wishes, this 
removal would long ago have been effected. 
It was reserved for this generation to show 
its reverence for the poet by feeling his 


. bumps in defiance of his injunctions. Some 


forty years ago decent people in England 
were extremely disgusted by the exhuma- 
tion of the remains of Jonn Happen for 
the same purpose of a historical autopsy 
for which it is proposed to move the bones 
of SHAKESPEARE. The Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Buildings, or some 
other like body, might take it in hand to 
express the disgust with which such people 
must regard the project of the Shakespearean 
ghouls, and their protest might yet be effec- 
tive in spite of the weakness of the Vicar of 
Avon. The remonstrants might be sure of 
the powerful aid of the first of living Eng- 
lish poets, who has written of the first of all 
English poets: 
“ My SHAKEsPEARz’s curse on clown and knave 
Who will not let his ashes rest.”

the table and to back his volcanses. 
As it is, noone hears of Wicerss. He does 
not even dare to put in a claim that he pre- 
dicted the recent volcanic disturbances, and 
the public is supposed to forget the ingen- 
ious planetary combinations upon which 
Wiaerns based his game. Had he clung to 
his prophetic business he would now be the 
most successful of recent prophets and could 
sell unlimited copies of an almanac filled 
with new and attractive predictions for the 
coming year. Over-boldness and over-ti- 
midity have joined together to ruin him.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 
—_—@——— 
THE WORKING BEING PUSHED FORWARD 
WITH MUCH ENERGY. 

PanaMA, Aug. 31, via Galveston, Texas.— 
The work on the Panama Canal is being pushed 
forward with great energy. The total number of 
workmen over 10,000, principally Jamaicans. 
The work is divided among a number of con- 
tractors, all of whom except two have begun 
operations. The first section, from Panama to 
Pedro Miguel, has been undertaken by the Franco- 
American Trading Company for $1,250,000. to be 
completed in two years. On the next section, the 
Pariaso, there are 700 laborers at work, and 25,000 
cubic métres of exeavation have already been 
made. The third, the Culebra section, is 
in the highest level, where the ontting will 
be about 100 métres deep. On the fourth, 
the Enerador, there are 700*men, with nine 
excavators and the necessary engines, cranes, 
steam pumps, and sounding and boring machines. 
Already over 280 cubic métres of excavation have 
been made and carried away. The work of this 
section includes an excavation of 3,000,000 cubic 
métres. The contract of this one is for three years, 
the cost to be $2,145,000. At the next section low- 
er, the er where a very iarge reservoir will be 
constructed, there are 430 men at work, At the 
sixth section, the Gorgona, there are 580 men, and 
at the seventh section 800. Atthe eighth section, 
from Bohio to Soldado, there are 600 labore’s at 
work. From this to the Colon seetion, the soil be- 
ing marshy, the work will be easy. Dredzes 
of all sizes. including two oapabie of excavati'¢ 
5,000 cubic métres daily, will be employed. | 

The sanitary condition of the warkpeople jalong 
the line is very satisfactory and is improving daily. 
Although this is an unhealthy season of the year, 
and si in Panama itself 1s great, still the per- 
centage of cases on the canal works does not ex« 
ceed four in consequence of the excellent precau- 
tions taken by the company both in the construc- 
tion of the workmen's huts and in the care taken 0 
them. The best professional talent is engaged re- 
gardleas of nationality. althoush naturaliy it ig 
mostly French. At the present date 30 miles of 
exeayation are in hand, on which there are 6¢ 
miles of rail in use. The work is proceeding rapidly 
and enconragingly of late. There is little reason 
to doubt that the company will complete the cana! 
within the next five years.

GHORGE LAW’S GAME OF FARO. 
AND THE FIGHTING AND BLOODSHED WHICH 
FOLLOWED ON THE SARATOGA TRACK. 

Saratoca, N. Y. Aug. 31.—The fracas at 
the race-track yesterday is the leading topic of 
conversation in sporting cireles. A carefal investi- 
gation of the matter reveals the following state of 
facte: On Wednesday night George Law and 
Thomas Canary had a war of words at Tiernan’s 
gambling den in this village. Our informant says 
that Law was playing faro in a semi-maudlin con- 
dition, when Canary came in and was looking on, 
possibly playing, though that is not certain. Law 
accused Canary of tampering with his pile of chips, 


and a vigorous war of words was waged for a few 
minutes, but no blows were struck, The nextday 
Canary went to the race-track and Law followed 
him, taking along one Boyle, er Boylan, commonly 
called “ Fieetwood Mickey.’”’ The latter is coach- 
man for Jacob Rubino, who is spending the Sam- 
mer here. Just after the second race had been 
run the men came together in the betting 
section in front of the auction-pool stand. 
Ons eye-witness states that Law pointed out 
Canary to his companions with some remark in- 
timating that the three had been looking for him. 
“ Fleetwood Mickey” at onee got behind Cana 

and struck him a terrific blow behind the ear, fol- 
lowing it u ~ { seizing his vietim by both ears, 
pulling his head back, and ebewing his face, ap- 
parently endeavoring to bite his nose off. While 
this unique masticator was still at work Officers 
Fryer, Freeman, and Minick rushed to the apot 
and dragged the assailant away. Capt. McCue, 
a Troy gambler, attempted to interfere to 
prevent the officers from doing their duty, 
when he was also , promptiy arrested 
and marched off with Boyle and Canary 
tothe lovkup. Canary presented a shocking ap- 
pearance abe was led past the grand-stand, his 
face being smeared with blood and the wounds 
looking to be much more serious than they really 
were. Inthe afternoon the three men were ar- 
raigned before Pelice Justice Shepherd, who heid 
them in $500 bail each to appear on Monday morn- 
ing The security was promptly furnished and the 
prisoners were released. Canary then swore out a 
warrant against Boyle, charging him with assault 
and battery, and George Law swore out a warrant 
against Canary, charging him with having threat- 
ened Law’s life. Canary then made avother affi- 
davit eharging George Law with having incited 
the assault. \ 

A supplementary row occurred in the evening 
between Capt. McCue and James Carney, a hack- 
man. Carney says McCue drew a knife on him. 
when he knocked the Captain down before the 
murderous weapon could be used. It is said on 
good authority that Law left town to-day to avoid 
further complications, driving seeretly to Mechan- 
icville and taking the train at that point. It is 
stated that Law will be arrested and prosecuted as 
an accessory to an assault with intent to kill. 
Fleetwood Mickey and Capt. McCue are the per- 
sons indieted for perjury in New-York recently in 
connection with the Jim Irving case, and they 
are now out on bail awaiting trial. It was said that 
this assault grew out of that affair, but those who 
were in a position to know all the facts state posi- 
i, that it all grew out of George Law's game 
of faro.

INHUMANLY TREATED AT SEA. 
THE MASTER OF THE BARK ALICE ARRESTED 
FOR BRUTAL CONDUCT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31.—Frederick Dyer, 
master of the bark Alice, was arrested to-day on a 
warrant issued by Judge Butler, of the United 
States District Court, in five suits for personal in- 
juries, instituted by fermer seamen on the vessel. 


The plaintiffs were Edmund H. Rudolph, John 


Hugh O'Donnell, Dekoney Praus, James Jones, 
and Anthony Meyers. The affidavits filed by the 


complainants in the office of the clerk of the 
court eharge the Captain with wanton and bar- 
barous cruelty. The vessel left New-York for the 
West Indies in July. The mer declare that they 
were ill-treated almost from the beginning of 
the voyege. Rudolph, who was the steward, 
swears that when the vessel arrived at 
the port of Montanni be was suffering acutely 
from rheumatiem in the arms and shoulders. He 
asked the Captain for permission to go to a hos- 
pital. In reply, the master, who was sitting on an 
elevated part of the deck. kicked him in the face, 
refused to permit him to leave the vessel, and 
compelled him to assist in discharging the 
cargo and in doing other work that, jn the condi- 
tion in which be was, overtasked his strength. On 
the way back the steward, who was still suffering 
from rheumation, left the vesse) on the night of 
July 25, at the port of Gautaumanato, to obtain 
medieal assistanee. He was arrested as a 
deserter and sent to jail. The next day he was 
sent by the Governor of the Prison to a hospital. 
He remained in the latter institution for 11 days, 
and was then sent back to the vessel and ordered 
to resume his duties. On the passage home he was 
attacked again, without any reason whatever, and 
repeatedly struck and kickedj He declares that 
the Captain was constantly drinking and behaved 
more like a madman than a rational being, and 
seemed to havea particular aversiontohim. He 
says that he is still suffering from the effects of the 
treatment, and asks damages in the sum of $1,000. 

Seaman O'Donnell swears that he was forced to 
desert at Montanina by the bad treatment he re- 
ceived on the pagsage out. He was arrested and 
sent back to the vesselin irons. He was kept in 
irons in elose confinement for 27 hours without 
food or water. He suffered intensely from heat 
and thirst. He begged the Captain for a oup of 
water, but for answer received a kick. The Cap- 
tain was held in $1,600 bail.

THE AMOUNT OF OIL IN TANKS. 
COMMITTEES OF THE OIL EXCHANGES TO 
INSPECT THE PIPE LINE GAUGES. 

BRADFORD, Penn., Aug. 31.—A new de- 
parture will take place to-morrow in the method 
of taking the record of oil stocks in this region, 
and the result is awaited with great interest by the 
oil trade. The munthly reports’ of the United 
Pipe Line Company have for years been the basis 
of all calculations as to the situation, and as these 
reports have always been made up from statistics 
obtained by the agents of the lines, which 
hold nearly all of the oil above ground, a large 
portion of the trade has insisted that the reports 
were not to be relied upon, but were made with 
the intent of affecting the trade as best suited the 
interests of the United Lines and the Standard Oil 
Company. The last report of the United Lines 
plaeed the quantity of oil now in stock 


in the region tanks and lines at about 
35,000,000 barrels, of which 25,000,000, in round 
numbers, were represent d by the outstanding 
certificates of the United Lines. Since the report 
Was made, there has been a strong belief ex- 
pressed that there was not as much oil in the cus- 
tody of the company as its reported certificates 
indicate. This belief has been loudly and fre- 
quently expressed on the Exchanges and else- 
where. and the Pipe Line Company were 
challenged to submit to an independent 
gauge of the tanks. The company last week in- 
vited the producers to appoint a committee of 
their own and the Exchanges to send one repre- 
sentative each to oversee the inspection of the 
gauges to be made on Sept. 1. The company’s tanks 
are divided into 91 districts, and in each of these 
districts a gauger, employed by the company, 
measures daily the quantity of oil that 
each tank in his district contains. The 
committees have been appointed to oversee the 
gauge, and when it is made to-morrow a compe- 
tent person, under the supervision of a prominent 
weil-owner in eaeh district, will take an independent 
gauge for the Oil Exchanges. To make the gauge a 
bona fide one, alltne pumping machinery of the 
Pipe Lives was stopped to-night at 6 o’clock, and 
no oll will be received into its tanks from the wells 
until 12 o’clock to-morrow, when it is believed the 
gauging will be completed. 

Besides this independent gauging of the oil in 
tank, the Pipe Line Company also invites another 
test of its honesty in making reports. The com- 
pany has 16 inspectors of its own, whose duty it is 
to ascertain, with an instrument used for the pur- 
pose, the amount of waste matter in the 
tanks, and estimate ite quality. The amount 
of this waste matter is also embodied in 
the company’s reports,and it is claimed that in this 
item the reports hive also been untrustworthy. 
The company, to set the matter at resti, invites the 
Oil Exchanges to appoint men to make an inspec- 
tion of their own at the same time the regular 
inspectors make theirs, which will be to-morrow. 
This has been done. and another important ques- 
tion which has agitated the trade for years will be 
settled one way or the otber. 

The Pipe Line Company has also placed at the 
disposal of the producers’ committee its books at 
Oi. City, to satisfy them by an examination 
whether the outstanding certificates correctly rep- 
resent the oll {they are claimed by the company 
to represent. The result of these examinations 
will not be known for several days, as the over- 
hauling of the company’s books will be a work of 
some magnitude. The committee’s inspectors 
bare been instructed to do their work with the ut- 
most thoroughness, and much benefit to the trade 
must ensue, for it will remove doubt from all 
classes and give them a substantial basis on which 
to make their calculations.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Commodore Eng- 
lish, Acting Secretary of the Navy, has reeeived 
tbe following telegram from Lieut.-Commander 
Willet, at Pensacola, Fia.: ‘‘No new cases; no 
deaths in the yard.

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THE RAPIDS OF NIAGARA 
———_~—_— 
IMPOSSIBILITY OF A SWIMMER 
PASSING THROUGH THEM. 

THE CRANKS WHO HAVE BEEN SPURRED TO 
AMBITION BY WEBB’S ATTEMPT—THE 
TREACHEROUS RIVER AND WHIRLPOOL. 


Lockport, Aug. $1.—We are not yet done, 
this year, with the experiments of cranks and ig- 
noramuses {n the whirlpool and adjacent rapids of 
the Niagara River. Capt. Webb went blindly and 
ignorantly to his dreadful death, really believing 
from a casual and brief examination of the locality” 
that he knew something about its dangers. Capt. 
Rhodes has been bragging and blustering at Niag- 
ara for a while, but has, in the end, at least 
demonstrated that he bas lucid intervals by going 
home and abandoning this form of suicide. Last 
Tuesday one Hilario Balsan, a Frenehman, ap- 
peared upon the scene, looked over the rapids and 
whir)pool, erltically explained to those who aecom- 
panied him that Webb lost his life because he spent 
his breath and strength in swimming, when he 
shonid merely have passively abandoned himeelf 
to the buffetings of the river, and confidently de- 
clared—this self-sufficient Frenchman did—that 
he could and would swim the rapids, and 
telegraphed to that effect to his friends in 
Paris. We also learn from the papers that 
Mr. Kyle, Capt. Webb’s manager, has been 
so foollsh as to make publie the following lan- 
guage of Webb after he had examined the place: 
“ This is the best advertised humbug in the world. 
My good wife has swam in worse places than this. 
Shakespeare says: ‘What fools these mortals be,’ 
but he should have said: ‘What cowards these 
mortals be.’*’ Since Webb’s attempt, the result of 
whieh signally gave the fullest contradiction to 
these rash statements, there have been volumes of 
newspaper accounts and descriptions published, 
many of which are calculated to convey to the 
mind of the reader the most erroneous idea of this 
part of the Niagara River. The causes of 
Webb's death have been speculated upon, 


and much has been put in print tending 
to show the great probability of some other per- 
son euccessfully making the attempt under differ- 
ent conditions. Nuch that has been published 
about the rapids and whirlpool has no more actual 
relation to those tremendous sitwations than it has 
to the surface of the moon, and to any one ac- 
quainted with these situatiens very much of this 
gossip appears at once to have been written by 
persons who never saw Niagara and its vioinity. 
Only one literary man ever succeeded at that kind 
of thing—the poet J. G. C. Brainard—who wrote 
the very best poem in existence on Niagara without 
ever having been within 400 miles of it; but that ex- 
porseoee is exceptional and not |ikely to be repeated 

y any class of quill-drivers. Your correspondent 
was born and has lived something less than half a 
century in the immediate vicinity of Niagara, and 
from actual und oft-repeated views and observa- 
tions of every part of the river, from lake to lake, 
he had supposed, before reading much of the stuff 
that the Webb incident has poured into the presa, 
that he knew something of the force, power, and 
danger ot its waters. His belief has always been 
that no animate being can swim or float the dis- 
tance of one mile from the railway suspension 
bridge down without perishing. Nevertheless, it 
bas occurred to him that it may be well that the 
readers ot Tux Times should have some more pre- 
cise knowledge of the situation than the staple 
that has been given to the press since this new 
mode of suicide was introviuced, and he therefore, 
on the 27th inst,, visited the rapids and whirlpool, 
and made careful observations of both. While his 
conclusions remain unchanged, he wishes to state 
his reasons in connection with such description 
and figures as it will be necessary to give. 

From the base of the Fails to Lewiston, a dis- 
tance of seven miles, the descent of the river is 104 
feet. The five miles of it commencing at the rail- 
way suspension bridge is a roaring, seething tor- 
rent, of which the first mile—it is rather less—be- 
tween the bridge and the whirlpool, is the very 
worst part. Capt. Webb was frank enough to say, 
in a very different strain from that above quoted, 
that it was “‘the angriest vit of water I have 
seen.” It looks angry enough, impassable enough, 
to the living when viewed from the bridge, but it 
must be examined from the waters’s edge to ob- 
tain any adeuate idea of its might. About 60 
rods below the bridge are two elevators, one on 
each side of the river. That on the Canada side 
brings you nearest to the water, and is the better 
for our purpose. Itis unnecessary to go into any 
detailed description of that which never can be 
adequately deseribed. Let us simply say that here 
are the waters of all the great lakes but Ontario, 
choked into a channel 400 feet wide. struggling and 
rushing to escape, with a descent of 25 feet to the 
mile. Waters are piled in wild turmoifl upon 
waters as they dash onward, with a depth of near 
a hundred feet,und a velocity of 27 miles per 
hour, carrying into the whirlpool in the same time 
over 100,000,000 tons of water. My figures arefrom 
the United States survey, and are as near absolute 
correctness as it Is possible to make them. The 
laboring of this mighty mass to find an outlet is 
seen in the piling up of the waters in midstream to 
the height of at least 30 feet above thesbores. Some 
enthusiasts put it as high as 60 feet, but aftera 
careful measurement with the eye 30 feet satisfies 
me. The notion that there are rocks near the sur- 
face in the middle of this channel is absurd; the 
depth that there must be to carry off this accumu- 
lation of water at all forbids it, and had there 
been rocks there the Maid of the Mist would have 
been splintered to atoms upon them on her voyage 
down in June, 1861. It ismy conviction, after a 
long and careful survey of these rapids, that the 
man who ventures into them will be certain to 
have the breath buffeted out of his body before he 
can reach the whirlpool, and I suspect that Dr. C. 
N. Palmer was not far from the truth wher he 
testified before the Coroner's jury that Webb was 
stunned and shocked to death, if I may so phrase 
it, by what he styled “ the reactionary force of the 
water.’’ He might easily have been carried against 
rocks lower down the river, but the basiness was 
done for him here, as it will be for any man foolish 
enough to emulate his attempt. 

Yet it is gravely stated by one or two ‘‘eye- 
witnesses,’’ that after the worst of these rapids was 
passed, and near the entrance of the whirlpool, 
Weobd was seen to raise his head, look toward the 
Canada shore, and dive, which was the last seen of 
him. This is simply—bosh! As the body of this 
unfortunate man was whirled througb these rap- 
ids, carried up and down and dasbed hither and 
thither, it was utterly impossible for the excited 
on-lookers to tell, in the brief and imperfect 
giimpses they had of him, whether he was alive or 
dead, whether he raised his head or a great billow 
threw it up, whether he dived or was Lorne under 
by the current. There is no certainty of anything 
in any of these statements, except that the body of 
a man was seen to be hurled down through these 
rapids. The nature of the place and the conditions 
of the view forbid anything like a 

But supposing, whatI assume never will happen, 
that the body of M. Hilarie Baisan, or some other 
water-crank, be discharged from the rapids into 
the whirlpoo] with some breathin it, what then? 
Let us ascend this elevator and go down the river 
three-quarters of a mile, and see for ourselyes. A 
great bend in the road ocours just before we reach 
it, corresponding to the indentation in the bank 
which is the basin of the whirlpool. I will use a 
few more figures from the United States Survey, 
which will belp us to realize the savage grandeur 
and immensity of this place. First, let us say that 
thistorrent, rushing down to the north-west, has 
seooped out a deep, wide basin frem the Canada 
side, as nearly semi-circular in shape as it eould be 
made. When tbe waters finally escape from this 
confinement, they rush out sharp to the nerth-east. 
The basin of the whirlpool isa pit surrounded by 
almost perpendicular banks 825 feet high, thickly 
clothed with pines and cedars. The width of tho 
inlet is 400 feet; of the outlet, which is the narrow- 
est point on the river, 300 feet; distance straight 
acress the basin, from bank to bank, on the Oan- 
ada side, 1,826 feet; the same from shore to shore, 
atthe water’s edge, 1,160 teet; depth of water 
in the whirlpool, 400 feet; area, 65 acres. 

Those persons who declare that there is no 
whirlpool, but merely a succession of smal! eddies, 
cannot have used theireyes. The torrent comes 
in with the same mighty rush and uproar that has 
characterized it on its course from the Suspension 
Bridge down, shoots perbaps three-quarters of the 
way across the basin, takes a swir! in to the left, 
and comes straight back, with diminished force, it 
is true, but still with a powerful current, and again 
falls into the main torrent. The other third of the 
basin, toward the shores, looks comparativety 
calm, but it is in fact agitated by ceaseless suc- 
tions and undercurrents, and from this side the 
great volume of the water eseapes down the stream. 

None of the swimmers, pseudo swimmers, and 
high brags who have visited Niagara this Summer 
have displayed any anxiety to euter the river at 
this point and try their fortunes in the ‘grand 
round” of the whirlpool. Most of them bave 
pooh-poohed at it. and advertised the most cheerful 
confidence that he who passed the rapids safely 
would have no difficulty here, but none of them 
have tried it. All such remarks are merely the 
offspring of ignorance. Old inhabitants kere, river 
men, those who have studledithe whirlpvol closely, 
are of the opinion that no swimmer could contro} 
himself at all in it, or, once out in the whirl, 
get back tothe shore. He would be clutched by 
its continual suction and drawn down, as logs 50 
feet long frequently are. But suppose that in- 
stead of entering the whirlpool fresh he has been 
tumbled and dashed about by the savace torrent 
of tne previous mile Suppose he has a little 
breath in his poor, buffeted body, and that he has 
sufficient of his senses left te try to make a land- 
ing’ It is utterly beyond his power. He is carried 
instantly rigbt into the maw of this water-monster, 
and his fate will be just that of everything that 
ever entered it. For days, or perbans weeks, hoe 
will be borne round and round ia the grip of the 
vortex, and finally picked ap miles below, as was 
Webb, a brvised.and bloated eorpse.

A NOTED CRIMINAL ESCAPES FROM RAY- 


MOND-8STREET JAIL IN BROOKLYN. 

John Bowen, alias James Burns, alias James 
Boyle, who was arrested on a charge of stealing 
$2,300 from the Brooklyn Post Office on the 7th of 
February last, succeeded last evening in escaping 
from Raymond-Street Jail, where he had been sent 
to await trial on an indictment found against 
him by the Grand Jury. Bowen, who was known 
in the jail ag Jimmy Burns, occupied cell No. 5 on 
the ground tier on the left-hand side of the centre 
corridor as the jail is entered from the Raymond- 


street side. Deputy Keeper Cowan went through 
the corridor at 7:30 o'clock last evening, and at 
that time Burns was in his cell, the door of 
which was not locked. It appears that Burns, 
with other prisoners. was allowed the liberty 
of the corridors and of such cells as were not oe- 
cupled until between 9 and 10 o’elock in the evening, 
when all the cells were locked. At 9 o’slock 
Keeper Cowan made another round, and found 
cell No. 5 empty. 

_One of the cells sometimes used by Burns was 
No. 26, on the same eorridor. Cowan found No. 
26 occupied by a prisoner named Wynn who, when 
asked about Rurns, said he had just gone 
round the cell blook into the rear corri- 
dor of the. jail An examination of one 
of the windows iu this corridor showed that the 
iron bars and steel screen had been cut from the 
outside. An alarm was sent out without de- 
lay, and the jaii officers, with torehes and 
lanterns, commenced a search of the build- 
ing. Burne could not be found anywhere. Just 
outside of the window, the bars of which had been 
cut, a ladder was found, one end of which rested 
on the sill while the other rested on Fort Green 
Hill, back of the jail. A distance of about 12 feet 
separates the hill from the outer wall of the 
jail. The ladder had been lowered by a 
rope from the hill to the window, making a 
very slight ascent from the latter, which Burns had 
to climb after he had received the signal that 
the window was cut and everything ready for 
his departure. From the eorridor of the jail 
to the lower part of the window is a distance of 
seven feet, and the jail authorities therefore 
strongly suspeet that Burns had some accomplice 
in the jail who aidea him in climbing to the win- 
dow cut by his confederates. 

Keeper Cowan, who was on duty, has been sin- 

larly unfortunate in his attempts to guard the 
nterests of the Sheriff at the jail. He was on duty 
when John Kenny, the bill poster, secured the pis- 
tol with which he killed himself, from two 
men who had come to see him the night before his 
transfer to Sing Sing to serve a life sentence. 
Cowan was also on duty when a notorious female 
thief named Rose passed out of the jail in dis- 
guise. Burns was in the habit of receiv- 
ing a numbder of visitors from time to 
time, many of whom were high up 
in the ranks of professional criminals. The gen- 
eral alarm sent out by Sheriff Stegman last night 
describes Burns as a man 41 years of age, 5 feet 9 
inches in height, weighing about 185 pounds, and 
with dark hair, dark complexion, and biue eyes. 

About noon on the 7th of Febrnary last Deputy 
Postmaster Morton was engaged making up his 
money account ia his office on the covers | floor of 
the Brooklyn Post Office Building, when he was 
eailed into another room on business. He was absent 
about 15 minutes, and when he returned he found 
that $2,300 had been taken from his desk. When 
Col. Morton left the money was in two packages, 
containing altogether about $3,000. The thief had 
taken one entire package and a partef the other. 
During Col. Morton’s absence Col De Bevoise. 
the chief clerk, remained in the room. He had 
been eautioned to look out for the money, and he 
was sitting at bis own desk in full view of the two 
pachages of bills when a well-dressed man entered 
and made some inquiries about a registered letter. 
He sald his name was Wilson and that he resided in 
Clinton-street. Down stairs, he said, he had been 
treated with discourtesy, and he wanted to have 
some of the superior officers of the Post Office at- 
tend to the matter. Col. De Bevoise stepped to 
the speaking-tube and called down stairs 
for William McKee, the clerk of the Regis- 
tered Letter Department. The tube is 
near Deputy Postmaster Morton’s desk 
and Col. De Bebevoise was somewhat astonished to 
find when he turned from the tube that the 
stranger was close behind him. McKee re- 
sponded immediately, and a few minutes later 
entered the room through a circular stairway 
in the centre. He had seen Wilson down 
stairs and made some explanation, which the lat- 
ter seemed to aceept at once. Wilson then left 
the room to go back to the window of the Regis- 
tered Letter Department, and MeKee returned to 
his office by the circular stairway. Whison, as the 
stranger called himself, went out by the front 
door of the building and disappeared. The Brook- 
lyn police tried to prevent any publication of the 
robbery, and the facts only leaked out when a de- 
scription of the thief was telegraphed to New-York 
Police Head-quarters. Capt. Campbell, of the First 
Precinct, Brooklyn, whose station-house is next 
door to the Post Office, worked on the case for 
several months with Detective Corr, of the Cen- 
tral Office, who was subsequently shot in the neck 
by the burglar Harrington. ccording to the 
Brooklyn police Detective Corr learned that 
the rebbery had been committed by 
a@ man variously known as James Burns, James 
Boyle, and John Bowen, an expert bank sneak thief. 
This fact was communicated to Inspector Byrnes, 
who seta watch on a house in East Seventieth- 
street where Burns occasionally stopped. Burns 
entered the house on Saturday, May 12, last, 
and did not leave it again until the following Mon- 
day, when he was taken into custody. United 
States Commissioner Shields discnarged Burns 
on the ground that he had no jurisdiction. 
but ‘a rearrest fcllowed at once, and 
the prisoner was taken to Brooklyn, where 
he was committed by Justice Walsh to 
Raymond-Street Jail. Since his commitmen the bas 
been indicted by the Grand Jury, and his trial was 
to have taken place next month. Burns has 
served several terms of imprisonment. 
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THE SLADE-MI1CHELL FIGHT OF7. 


THE PRINCIPALS FRIGHTENED BY THREATS 
OF INTERFERENCE. 


From William Madden, who is the manager 
and trainer of Charles Mitcheil, and from Henry 
J. Rice, the manager ef the Mace-Slade combina- 
tion, came the news yesterday that the fight be- 
tween Mitchel! and Slade was'‘off. The fight was 
to have been for $2.500 a side, without gloves, and 
was to have been fought within 100 miles of Kansas 
City, Mo. The plaee selected for thecentest was in 
the Indian Territory, but it was so publicly adver- 
tised that the United States authorities took cogni- 
zanee of the affair, and deelared that it should not 


take place there. The sporting men at Mike 
Cleary’s, in the Bowery. and those who gather at 
“ Billy” MoGlory’s, in Hester-street, deciare that 
the fight is off owing to the eowardice of Slade, 
who is afraid to meet the plucky little English- 
man. Harry Hill, who is the stakeholder in the 
event, says that, judging from the dispatches 
he has received from buth Madden and Rice, 
he concludes that the pugilists are atrald of 
inearceratien in jail. In fact, Madder, in his dis- 
patch to Mr. Hill from Atchison, Kan., says this is 
the reason for the abandonment of the eontest in 
so many words. Mr. Rice telegraphed to Harry 
Hill: “* Will mn whenI come home.” Mike 
Cleary says: ‘‘No one who knew anything about 
the two men expeeted they would fight. The 
Maori is a hammerer, but he is no good against 
the selence of Mitehell, who knocked me out with- 
out any trouble simply because I was not 
in training. I would like to box Mitchell on points 
for any amount he might name, but first I would 
like to see him knock out Slade, which I know he 
oan do, because that would bring money to the 
show. They never will and never expected to 
ficht, and this talk about the interference of the 
United States authorities is all bosh.”’ Harry Hill 
was Very much surprised at the outcome of the 
match about which so much has been said and 
written by men who consider “slugging” an ele- 
ment of manliness.

SOMETHING AS-TO THE OQMPANYS 
ss MOTIVES AND POLICY. 

DR. NORVIN GREEN TALKING ABOUT SANO- 
TITY OF MESSAGES, STOCKHOLDERS’ 
CONTROL, COST OF THB. PLANT, AND 


LEGISLATIVE ACTION. 
_ On taking the stand yesterday morning be- 
fore the United States Sub-committee on Labor 
and Education, Dr. Norvin Green, President of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, was con- 
fronted by Senator George, who read his ques- 
tions from a paper he had prepared, The first 
question was concerning Government telegraphs. 
Dr. Green thought thut, in all cases, it would be 
fonnd that a Government telegraph was, aud 
would be, less effective than lines owned by pri- 
vate companies. Perhaps this was owing to politi- 
cal patronage. In this country, if a Government 
telegraph was established, he thought it would un- 
doubtedly beeome partisan in its nature, In Great 
Britain partisanship was not so prominent as in 
this country, The aggregate salaries of the West- 
ern Union employes was between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000, The number of employes of all kinds 
‘be could not state accurately. The number of in- 
‘struments was 25,500, The number of employes 
‘was probably between 25.000 and 30,000. 

Q.—Has the Western Union been accused of par- 
tisanship? A.—There have been many exciting 
panvasses that Western Union has gone through, 
but I never heard it aeoured of being partisan.

tents of messages. The courts have generally de- 
olded that no drag-net could be drawn through the 
effices after dispatches, and only particular mes- 
gages previously described eould he demanded. 
Now, I wish to say here that the Directors and 
officers of the Western Union Company, above the 
grade of managers, have no more access to mes- 
sages than outsiders, except when complaints are 
made. One class of messages are examined into 
when there is reason to believe that the franking 
privilege is being abused. The rule of the com- 
y is to destroy the messages after six months. 
Phis rule is varied in some instances by the State 
jaws. Pennsylvania requires that the messages 
filed in that State shall be preserved for three 
years. All complaints must be made in 60 days. 

Q.—Does any one control the policy of the com- 
pany substantially? A.—I do not think any one 
controls it substantially. “ a ae 
ymany shares exert a great influence, of course. 
The largest stockholder holds between $25,000,000 
and $30.000,000 of the stock. I cannot state the 
exeot a. The next largest stockhoider has 
recea' ied. . 

: dees any man who holds stock in his own 
name and also stock under the names of others? 
A.—I presume so. Thai sort of thing often exists. 

The largest shareholder for many years. the wit- 
ness continued, was one of the original telegraph 
men. At present there was no other stockholder 
than the one already mentioned who owned more 
than $38,000,000. There was a time when the com- 
pany was controlied by 29 Directors. Dr. Green 
doubted if less than 29 persons held the majority 
of the stock at present. 

Senator George then took up again the subject 
of the strike. en the strikers went out Dr. 
Green thought it would have been fatal for the 
company to have aceeded to theirdemands. The 
: eting cause of the strike was, in his opinion, 

he conviction of the operators that they baa the 
power to dictate to the company the question of 
salaries. 

Q.—Has not the company the power to dictate 
the wages’ A.—The employment is governed by 
the supply and demand. Our operators are intelli- 

t men and competent to enter upon other 
canéies of business. Weare constantly losing 
good men, who get tions on railroads and in 
other service. e therefore have to give wages 
in proportion to those given in otheremployments. 
I think we could get operators to work for less 
“wages, especially females. The eighty-dollar oper- 
ators would not work for less money, as they 
eould get positions in other lines of work. 
It was very natural for outsiders to sym- 
pathize with the o ors, but if the same 

were stockholders I think they would look 
at the matter ina different light. The company 
thought it paid its operators ata rate which com- 
pared well with wages received in other occupa- 
tions requiring a similar degree of intelligence and 
the same amount of work. The other competing 
companies stood as firm in the strike as the West- 
ern Union, ana that, too, without any understand- 
ing among them. The American Rapid made 
‘some sort of an agreement with its employes, but 
‘I believe it did not involve an Inorease of pay. The 
‘wages of the operators are fixed by a Committee 
of Expenditure, and no newsalary can be created 
nor salary increased without the authority of that 
committee. Itisa matter of negotiation between 
the operator and the jocal manager; then the Gen- 
eral Manager indorses it and it is sent to the com- 
mittee. Sometimes an increase of $25 is given to 
‘keep a man from going somewhere else. That the 
salaries are high enough is proved by the fact that 
nO opposition company pays higher salaries. 

—Dia not Western Union refuse to recognize 

treat with the brotherhood? A.—It is true, 
with the qualification that we had often had appli- 
cations made from employes by committees, and 
we declined to treat with a committee assuming 
authority to speak for the operators or to dictate 
to employes what they should do. Ido not know 
that any inquiry was made as to the representation 
of the operators by the committee, as claimed. fur- 
ther than to ascertain that the committee did not 
represent all of uur operators. The company knew 
that there was a large organization. It would not, 
owever, put itself in the power of that organ- 
on. The company looks with disfavor 
on all organizations going beyond a benevo- 
lent and protective limit, and menacing “the 
Interesis of the company, while not doing ite em- 
ployes any good. The company will certainly 
discourage such organizations, but I don’t know 
that it will attempt to break them up. If the 
brotherhood did not require the relinquishment 
of the individual rights of the operators as to 
what price they should work fer the company 
would say nothing against it. But by relinquish- 
ing these rights they break their contracts with 
the company to keep the contract with the or- 
een that they would strike when ordered. 
he company did not wish to have overators who 
‘were under this power. my understanding of the 
organization is that they had the power to com- 
pel the operators at a word to leave work. I 
dun’t know their secret laws and rules, but I do 
know from some of the operators that the com- 
mittee of the brotherhood had. no right to — 
forthem. Of the 7,000 of the organization I do 
not suppose 700 yoted on the subject. More than 
that, probabiy, assented to the strike, and the 
pthers believed that the officers of the brother- 
nood had the power to order it, and that they 
were in duty bound to follow it. 

Q.—What is the actual value of the plant based 
apon ite actual cost? A—That would be a diffi- 
tult questionto answer. What you want is the 
post value at present. The cost to the company 
Was never anything like its actual cost, nor as 
much as it would now cost to replace it. Western 
Union began from its organization to buy proper- 
ty. The first thing it did was to buy a line along 
the Lake Shore; thenaline from Philadeiphia to 
Pittsburg, and soon. All these purchases were in 
stock, and the stock had a market value. One 
half of its value was given to patentees. It would 
involve going into the history of 60 teiegraph 
companies to answer the question. 

—Can you approximate within $5,000,000? A.— 
I cannot teil you the cost previous to 1866. Since 
then property purchased and the extensions of its

Dividends were declared on the steck 
at 6 per cent. and afterward at 7 per cent. Since 
1866 there has been an investment of earnings to 
the amount of $19,000,000. This was money earned 
by the company. The total issue of stock since 
that year was $39,000,000. 

Q—What would be the cost of replacing the 
oat? A.—I can only say that if 1 owned Western 

Jnion to-day and feit secure against antagonistic 
legislation, I would not sell for $100,000,000. The 

earnings of the eompeny are about $8,000,000 a 
yearand are increasing. They have doubled in 
five years. The patents now unexpirea probably 
did not cost over $1,000,000. On telephone patents 
the Western Union receives from one company 
$200,000 a year in royalties. This isa part of the 
assets of the company. 

o—* it the policy of the Western Union to ac- 

ts re the telegraph system ofgthe country? A.— 

0, Sir; we propose to cover the whole country, 
and have taken in some companies because they 
eover fields we could not reach. We have taken 
others because they were worth more to us than 
to the managers running them. Mutual Union 
earned $100,000a month. We took it and receive 
these earnings with one-half the expense. We 
have taken companiesat more than their cost 
value, but they bave done agreat deal for our 
business and increased our faeilities. 

Q—Is it not the pelicy of Western Union to 
crush out other companies? A.—I do not think so. 
When asking the compauy to receive my resigna- 
tion a year or more ago I advised the management 
not to buy out auy opposition companies. 

—Has it been the policy in the past? A.— 
Well, something of that idea has existed. Mutual 
Union, for instance, with its railroad contracts, 
‘was a formidable rival, and we found it necessary 
to get possession of it 

Dr. Green claimea that it was the policy of the 
company to reduce its tariff. The twenty-five-cent 
district was now being extended. 

Senator Blair—It has been stated by witnesses 
on the stand that monopolies—and they mean you 
and the railroads.

NOT MRE. HAZELTON. 


THE WOMAN WHO WAS DROWNED AT CONEY 
ISLAND AND HER LOVER. 

The avowed intention of Charles H. Hazel- 
ton, the supposed husband of the woman who was 
drowned off the wooden pier at Coney Island 
Wednesday afternoon, to blow his brains cut 
Thursday was not carried out. When the Coro- 
ner’s jury met at the Gravesend Town Hall yester- 
day morning to inquire into the manner of the 
woman's death, Hazelton wason hand. He had 
come down on an early train, and, going to the 
morgue, had viewed the body. He was very much 
affected and wept. He looked as if he had been 
on a prolonged spree. When the jury met, he was 


the first witness called. ‘“* No,” he said in response 
to a question as to his name, “my name isn’t 
Hazelton. It is Charles H. Cornwell.” 

“Was Julia E. Hazeiton your wife?” asked a

; “She went by my name,” said Cornwell. 

mee she your wife?” 

ee No.” 

Cornwell then detailed the cireumstances of the 
trip to Coney Island and the drowning of the 
woman, whose name must have been Mrs. Leonard. 
Tney nad had a quarrel on the boat going down. 
He went to the bar to get a drink. and when be re- 
turned he found her talking with a man. He ob- 
jected to her talking with other men, and they had 
some werds. At dinner at Vanderveer’s Hotel 
they bad another quarre). What it was about he 
could not remember. He was under the influence 
of liquor and so wasehe. He had no idea, he said, 
that she was going to jump into the water when 
she ran to the edge of the pier. He thought she 
was only trying to seare him. She had never be- 
fore threatened to commit suicide. She was an 
expert swimmer. Cornwell identified the bracelets 
andaring marked “Cc. H.C. toJ. E. L.” which 
were found on the woman's body. From 
apocket in his waistcoat he produced a 

y’s gold watch with the ring to which 
the chain should be attached missing. That was 
Mrs. Leonard's watch, he said, He had found it in 
bis poeket during the morning. How it eame there 
was more than he could tell. He was sure he did 
not take it away from her Mon Cornwell 
said he had lived with Mrs. Leonard since July, 
1882, when he first met her. Then she was Mrs. 
Leonard. He had had two wives, both of whom 
were dead. He changed his name in 1862, because 
he was a bar-tender in Brooklyn and did not want 
his family to know it. His family then lived in 
Albany. His mother, one sister, and three brothers 
lived there now. His father, who was an architect 
and carpenter, was dead. One of his brothers was 
in the First National Bank of Albany, another was 
in the Delavan House, and the third was a book- 
binder. He denied ever having shown Charlies H. 
Vandevort a certificate of his marriage to Mrs. 
Leonard. : 

George Morgan and Christian Miller described 
their efforts in bringing Mrs. Leonard out of the 
water. The former said that he bad not received 
anything from Cornwell, not even thanks. Miller 
was positive that there was a watch-chain on Mrs. 
Leonard's dress when she was put into the carriage 
to go to the Hote! Brighton. . Cornwell tried to get 
into the carriage. crying, ‘‘I want te get in there. 
That's my wife." 

After Cornwell bad given his testimony an old 
gentleman of respectable appearance entered the 
court-room and walked slowly up to the railing 
surrounding the jury and court. From time to 
time he wiped the tears from his eyes. When put 
on the stand he eaid his name was J. Vandevort, 
and that he was the father of Mrs. Leonard. 

‘Have you seen her since her alleged marriage 
to Mr. Hazelton?” asked Juryman Wearing. 

“ No,” said the old man, apparently not noticing 
the word “alleged.” 

‘*What reason have you for believing that she 
was his wife?’ asked the juryman. 

“Why, my son told me,” repliea the old man in 
atrembling voice. ‘I believe she was his wife; of 
course I do,” he continued. ‘** Doesn’t he say 80?” 

“Never mind what he says,” said Wearing. 
“You don’t know she was his wife?’ 

* No,” replied Mr. Vandevort, “I don’t.” 

He had never seen them bey er he said, but 
had understood they ‘* were living very happily.” 
** Julia has always been a girl who has been pretty 
well taken care of,”” he added. Justice Williams, 
who aeted as Coroner, signified hie willingness to 
give the case to the _ without reviewing the 
testimony. but one of the jurymen objected to the 
ease being closed. He had ascertained, he said 
that Mrs. Leonard’s brother had stated that he had 
seen the certificate of the marriage of his sister to 
Cornwell. Cornwell denied that any such certifi- 
cate existed.

BACK FROM SUMMER RESORTS. 
RESIDENTS OF THE OITY RETURNING ° TO’ 
THEIR HOMES. 

The busy season for express companies, fur- 
niture-movers, and house-cleaners has begun; for 
the thousands of New-York people who have been 
spending the Summer at watering-places and other 
Summer resorts have turned their faces Cityward 
and are returning in daily increasing numbers. In 
the wealthy, up-town districts, furniture-movers 
may be seen carting furniture trom storage-houses. 
There are many evidences of house-cleaning, and 
the sound of the carpet-layer’s hammer can be 
heard in many dwellings. Among the shoppers 


along Broadway and Sixth-avenue are many 
ladies with bronzed faces and still in ‘sea- 
side costumes, and the walks. in the 
side streets and Fifth and Madison avenues 
are becoming alive with merry children whose 
faces and hands are as tanned as this Sammer’s 
sun has been able to make them. The recent 
storm and cold weather has succeeded in driving 
many of the guests from the sea-side resorts, and 
the exodus from Ocean Grove, Long Branch, and 
Seabright is quite marked. Visitors at the moun- 
tainsand other parts of the interior of the State 
and New-Engiand have not been returning in very 
large numbers, having found by experience that a 
spell of cool weather toward the end of the season 
is often succeeded by hot days that make one iong 
after the refreshing mountain breezes. 

The raliroads and boats were well filled yester- 
day with this class of passengers. The trains 
coming from Richfield Springs, Saratoga, and 
Sharon Springs, by the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Kailroad brougnt many. ana altnough 
many stopped at the Water Gap, where they in- 
tend to spend several days, the larger number 
came on to this City. During the day an express 
agent st the foot of Barciay-street telephoned to 
the main office of the company in Broadway: 
* Send down at once a dozen wagons or the agent 
will commit suicide."" The wagons were sent, and 
when the drivers arrived there they found pyra- 
mids of trunks and valises, which their owners 
wanted to be sent totheir respective residences 
witbout delay. To-day, the agent said, there would 
probably be a much larger number of arrivals, but 
the greatest rush would probably be on Monday 
and Tuesday. The Stonington boat also brought 
large numbers of returning tourists. An express 
agent said that the return of New-Yorkers from 
Ocean Grove, Sea Beach, Long Branch, and along 
the Philadeiphia main line was very large. At 
Cortlandt-street the expressmen were handling 
over 500 trunks a day, and next week they would 
have to handle them bythe thousands. At the 
office of the Centra! Rallroad of New-Jersey it was 
said that most of the returning people were from 
Long Branch and Ocean Grove, whence they had 
deen frightened away by the storm. At the Grand 
Central Station it was said that for the past two 
or three days the numbers of returning passengers 
had been steadily increasing, but that by Sept. 4 
and 5 the trains woujd probably be crowded. 
Comparatively few were returning from New- 
England, but from Buffalo, Oswego, &c., the num- 
bers were large. The rush from the Long Island 
resorts is not yet very great. 
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THE WRECK OF THE RIVERDALE. 
WORKING AROUND THE SUBMERGED 8TEAM- 
BOAT—ABOTHER MAN REPORTED MISSING. 

The presence of three of Capt. Schultz’s 
policemen in uniform kept the river thieves away 
from the wrecked steam-boat Riverdale yesterday. 
Six large pontons surrounded the wreck, and un- 
successful efforts were made by men in the employ 
of the Baxter Wrecking Company to pass chains 
under it. In order to raise the Riverdale it will be 
necessary to get four or five heavy chains under 
her, and as she is firmly imbedded in the bottom 
of the river it is feared that this will be a difficult 
thing todo. The men who were at work vester- 
day thought that it would be necessary to senda 
diver down to-day. The light wood-work of the 


submerged vessel is fast working loose from the 
bull. Several large pieces arose to the surface and 
floated away yesterday. A small piece of timber, 
on which was fastened a large brass gong, 
was pieked up near the wreck late on Thurs- 
day night. A 40-pound firkin of butter and 
some life-preservers were also recovered. Boys 
in row-boats were busy with their grapplingjirons 
night before last, and, if their own assertions may 
be believed, some of them were well repaid for 
their efforts: It was stated that Andy Carroll, of 
Ninth-avenue and West Twenty-sixth-street, fished 
up the door to the Riverdale’s baggage-room. The 
paint on the door had become soft, and sticking 
thereon was $13 05 insilver coin. Jack Dumfrey 
and Daniel Quillan are said to have found the till 
of.the liquor bar, and in it was $26 40. Jobn Fro- 
gan,who lives at Chariton and Washington streets, 
picked up a box containing 17 pairs of heavy shoes, 
and another lad fished up from the wreck a meer- 
schaum pipe andavaluable revolver. ‘Ibe pipe 
and revolver were in a bureau drawer which also 
eontained a lot of papers, which the finder thought- 
lessly threw away. William Montgomery, a sailor 
on Jay Gould’s yacht Atalanta, found near the 
wreck on Thursday a lady's Russia leather sachel 
containing two handkerchiefs with the initial A 
embroidered on them, a black-bordered handker- 
chief, a knife, a comb, a pincushion. and a button- 
hook. The property was taken to the West Twen- 
tieth-street station-house, 

A gentleman in Tarrytown reported yesterday 
that he saw Charles Simmers, a fruit vendor of 
Tarrytown, on the steamer Riverdale on the after 
noon of the accident, and thinks there is no doubt 
bat that he went down with the wreck. From the 
fact that Mr. Simmers bas no relations or friends 
who would make inquiry for him, be has not pre- 
viously been reported as missing. He hasnot been 
seen in Tarrytown since the accident. 

There was a very large attendance yesterday at 
the funeral services held in St. Francis de Sales 
Church, at Broadway and Ha)l-street, Brooklyn, 
over the body of Thomas J. Saul, one of the vic- 
tims of the Riverdale disaster. A solemn requiem 
mass was celebrated by the Rey. E. H. Porcile, 
Pastor of the church, assisted by Fathers William 
Smith and James Connolly. The interment took 
place in Holy Cross Cemetery, Fiatpusb. 
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AN AGED IRISHWOMAN'S DEATH. 
Mrs. Margaret Donohue died last Wednes- 
day at the home of her son, John Donohue, No. 
207 East Seventy-fourth-street, at the age of 100 
years and 8 months. Mrs. Donobue was born in 
Ireland in 1788, and was a daughter of John Cun- 


ningham, who was a well-known man in County 
Longford. She had 14 brothers and 6 sisters, of 
whom a majority are still alive. One of her 
brothers is living in Canada, and is now nearly 
104 years old. Mrs. Donohue came to this City 
about 25 years aco. She wasthe mother of eight 
ebildren, of whom three are now living. She had 
an excellent memory, which remained unimpaired 
until her death. She remembered some of the in- 
cidents of the revolution of 1798, and often spoke 
of them.

A TALKATIVE GUEST WHO WANTED TO PAY 
IN ADVANCE BUT DID NOT. 


Mrs. B. 8. Bross, a lady who keeps a fash- 
fonable boarding-house at Linden-avenue and 
State-street, Flushing, Long Island, is not so happy 
asshe was. The reason is that she placed great 
confidence in a boarder who arrived at her house 
a week ago Wednesday. The said boarder turned 
out to be sadly unworthy of Mrs. Bross’s trust. 
She gave her name as Mrs. De Witt Duval, of Jack- 
sonville, Fla. She was about 40 years old, plain 
and unpretentious in manner, and prolific in con- 
versation. She said she had lately been at Green- 
wich, Conn., but had resolved, under the advice of 
a Dr. Clark, of this City, to try the effect of Flusn- 


ing air upon her health. She arrived at the sta- 
tion In that town, and was there directed to Mrs.

ONE OF POVERTY’S VICTIMS. 
A MEMBER OF THE NEW-JERSEY NATIONAL

The most serious apprehensions have been 
aroused by the sudden disappearance from his 
home on Wright-avenue, Jersey City Heignts, of 
Quartermaster Van slyke, of the Fourth Regiment 
of the New-Jersey National Guard.

OYSTERS NOW IN SEASON. 


DEALERS LOOKING FOR A LARGE SUPPLY 
AND A GOOD TRADE. 


The reguiar season for oysters will begin to- 
day. There are at least 21 firms engaged in the 
business of supplying oysters at wholesale along the 
North River. between Christopher and Perry 
streets. These firms, as a general rule, have oys- 
ter beds, numerous barges engaged in bringing 
oysters to them, and about 10 men are employed 
on each of the barges. At this season of the year 
they sell about 350 baskets per day, and later they 
will sell 500 and upward. At present the oysters 
are mostly shipped to Western cities, which 
have now to depend upon New-York for their sup- 
plies. Next month oysters received from the Cnes- 


apeake Bay and its tributaries, at Baltimore and 
Norfolk, will be better than pow. and, the West 
preferring them, the demand from this City will 
fall of. 

The prospects of the oyster crop this year are 
good, and dealera expect a gocd business, as every- 
thing seems to indicate that the —_— of the oys- 
ters produced will be excellent. Large orders have 
been received at Fulton Market for oysters for 
the Summer hotels. Among the good oysters in 


Rockaway, East River, and Shrewsbaury. Biue 
Points will not be in market uatil Sept. 15, it being 
illegal to rake those oyster-beds until that time, 
Rockaway oysters will be in better condition about 
Sept. 10.

THE RIGHT TO SUBMERGED LAND. 
a 
A LESSEE’S PRIVILEGES UNDER AN OLD 
GRANT INTERPRETED. 

Land bounded on the east and south-east by 
the East River, and now lying between Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth streets, was granted from the British 
Crown to Gabriell Curtess and David Deffore in 
1676 by Gov. Sir Edmund Andross, It is now owned 
by Messrs. Gerard and James W. Beekman, who in 
1880 leased it for two years to one Abraham 
Van Dolsen. Under the Dongan charter of 
1686 the City of New-York acquired title to 
all the land up to low-water mark around 
Manhattan Island. The land owned by the 
Messrs. Beekman rises abruptly from the water. 
It is possible for veesels to run up to the face 
of the bicff and receive passengers or cargo, 
but for years there has been a wharf jutting 
out from the bluff into the river. The 
City claimed the right to put a bulkhead 
out beyond the bluff, and to fill in the inter- 
vening space, thus cutting off Mr. Van Dolsen and 
his lessors after him from immediate access to the 


river. The Dock Commissioners began prepara- 


tions to this end, but were restrained from doi 
the work by an injanction obtained Mr. ed 
Dolsen in asuit in equity brought by him ip the 
United States Circuit Court. The case was tried 
before Judge Wheeler, §Mr. James W. Gerard ap- 
pearing for Mr. Van Dolsen and Mr. James C. Car- 
ter for the City. A decision was rendered against 
the City raring 

In his opinion Judge Wheeler says: ‘‘ The own- 
ers (of the land) and others by their permission 
could and did pass freely from the land to the 
river and from the river to the land, and could al- 
ways do so while the river should remain where in 
the grants it was described to be. There is no 
question but that the grants sto at high-water 
mark and left the right to the soil under water be- 
yond, in the Crown, subject to the right of the 
public to the river as a highway over it. This hich- 
way wasa wayto thisl.nd when the successive 
grantees took it, and when the orator (Van Dolsen) 
took his lease of it. So far as the defendants 
could have any right to it, orto the soll under it, 
the original grantor, the Crown, had _ the 
same right. The Crown, after Magna Char- 
ta, could not grant land bounded on a 
way, and afterward, withont compensstion 
remove the way, any more than an adiviaual 
could. The defendants, as grantees under and 
from the Crown, are limited as if they had made 
the grant the Crown made. They could not grant 
land to a way on land and afterward remove the 
way. (Story against the New-York Elevated Rail- 
road Company.) The title to the land under the 
way in that case came from the same source as the 
title to the land under this waterway and in the 
same manner. If the authority of the State and 
City was not equal to the obstruction of that way, 
it is not apparent how they can be adequate to the 
total removal of this one.” After citing a number 
of opinions delivered in the English courts as well 
as in our own courts, Judge Wheeler states his 
conclusion to be that the plaintiff was of 
riparian rights of which the City and others could 
not arbitrarily deprive bim witheut compensation. 
As Mr. Van Dolsen’s title torthe land under his 
lease has expired, Judge Wheeler decides that he 
can have no further need of an injunction, but 
that he mav bave a decree directing an account 
between him and the City for the determination of 
the damages suffered by him.

THE MAGENTA DISABLED. 


EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY THE BREAKING OF 
A 8TRAP ON A NEWARK BOAT. 


The side-wheel steamer Magenta, of the 
Stephens & Condit Transportation Company, was 
towed up to Commercial Wharf, on the Passaic 
River, Newark, shortly atter midnight of Thtrs- 
day. A party of excursionists from New-Jersey, 
who had been spending the day at Coney Island, 
were on board, numbering about 200. The Magenta 
left her wharf opposite the Sea Beach Palace Hotel 
at 9 o’clock on Thursday night, and everything 
went serenely until the vessel was opposite locust 
Grove, which is on the east shore of Gravesend 
Bay. There the steamer came suddenly to a stand- 
still, owing to the breaking of a strap, a very im- 
portant portion of the propelling machinery. The 


sudden stopping of the steamer and the lively 
blowing off of steam which followed created a de- 
cided sensation among the passengers. 

The sudden releasing of the rod resulted in the 
demolition of a considerable portion of the wood- 
work inthe immediate vicinity of the machinery, 
and the sound of breaking wood and the sight of 
flying splinters did not tend to allay the excite- 
ment. The officers of the boat,on ascertaining 
the extent of the damage and seeing there was no 
danger of sinking, quieted the fears of the passen- 
gers, many of whom had rusned for life-preservers 
in anticipation of another Riverdale disaster. As 
quickly as possible word was sent to this City, and 
the freight propeller Pioneer, which runs between 
New-York and Newark from Pier Ne. 22 North 
River, was sent tothe aid of the disabled vessel. 
The Pioneer was loaded with freight, and eonse- 
quently her progress was slow. On arriving along 
side the Magenta a hauser was attached, and the 
steamer was towed upto Newark. Atthe wharf 
were gathered a large number of persons who had 
friends on board, and many others who were 
wholly incited by curiosity. There was a wide- 
spread feeling of relief when it was ascertained 
that all who were on board were safe, and that the 
most serious consequences consisted of fainting 
and nervous attacks, from which the suffer- 
ers bad fully recovered before arriving at 
Newark. A _ similar accident occurred to the 
Pioneer, of the same line, a week ago 
last Monday, and with no more serious 
results, the company owning the boats being the 
only sufferers. In the case of the Pioneer the loss 
was about $300. In this case the damageto the 
machinery and the boat is estimated at about 
$5,000. The Magenta will not be put into service 
again this season. but will lie in Winter quarters 
in the Passaic River opposite Commercial Wharf, 
where she was placed yesterday. Her owners as- 
sert that the damage was “trifling,” and that “she 
could be fully repaired inside of a week” if there 
was any necessity for so doing.
